Amusements Exempt From Taxes 


At Duly Recognized N. C. Fairs 


RALEIGH, N. C., May 18.—By adoption 
of an amendment to a North Carolina 
law, ratified in the General Assembly 
May 9, amusements playing duly recog- 
nized fairs are exempt from State, 
county and city license taxes, but with 
specified requirements. This killed the 
movement started in January when the 
Legislature went into session to tax 
carnival companies playing fairs. The 
amendment is contained in a part of 
Section 107 of House Bill 32, reading as 
follows: 


“Section 4944 of the Consolidated 
Statutes is hereby amended by striking 
out all of said section and substituting 
in Hew thereof the following: Any so- 
ciety or association organized under the 
provisions of this chapter desiring to 
be exempted from the payment of State, 
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county and city license taxes of its ex- 
hibits, shows, attractions and amuse- 
ments shall each year, not later than 
sixty (60) days prior to the opening 
date of its fair, file an application with 
the commissioner of revenue for a per- 
mit to operate without the payment of 
said tax; said application shall state 
the various types of exhibits and amuse- 
ments for which the exemption is asked 
and also the date and place they are to

The bill 
was fought by amusement interests thru- 
out the State and the ruling is especially 
welcomed by the theater interests. 

The Legislature passed the  pari- 
mutuel bill at its last session and a 
number of tracks were scheduled to 
open. Atlantic City was ready to install 
indoor racimg, which theater interests 
claimed would make heavy inroads in 
their grosses. 

The State was interested largely in the 
additional revenue from taxes and ex- 
pected to add several million dollars to 
its budget thru the pooch racing.

BOSTON, May 18.—The New Theater 
Players, still strugging against police 
opposition to present Waiting for Lefty, 
were stopped once more from so doing 
in Chelsea last week and promised to 
try again this week at a different hall. 


Study of Academy Contract 
Shows Majors Offer Little 


HOLLYWOOD, May 18.—A comparison 
of the proposals of the Screen Actors’ 
Guild with certain features contained 
in the Academy of Motion Picture Arts 
and Sciences contract shows why the 
Guild has had such a terrific growth 
during the past 12 months and why it 
is fast becoming an important figure 
in Hollywood studio circles and is 
destined soon to control the actor- 
producer relationships with an iron 
hand. 


When the Academy gave out a state- 
ment to the press a short time back, 
setting forth its proposed revisions of 
the then existing free-lance contract 
and rules for the employment of day 
players, the Guild’s attorney, Laurence 
W. Beilenson, prepared the following 
comparison of reforms with the Guild 
proposals: 


Day Players 

First important phase of the Academy 
rules governing day players put the re- 
sponsibility for enforcement on the 
shoulders of the individual actor. The 
record of the Academy shows that he 
can expect no help from that quarter, 
while the Guild’s proposal was that the 
producers bind themselves by a contract 
with a representative actor body to 
continue to give whatever they prom- 
ised. Furthermore, the Guild proposal 
set forth the provision that the actor 


was not to be asked to waive terms, 
while the Academy rules made no men- 
tion of this feature. 


The Guild’s suggestion for the aboli- 
tion of the deal was granted but taken 
back by the provision that producers 
can get out if the actor is recalled after 
two weeks. Further new provision that 
producer can make day player into a 
week player retroactively without day 
Pplayer’s consent, with consequent loss 
of salary day to day. 

The Guild’s proposal of the abolition 
of the call bureau was not mentioned, 
and its further demand for a written 
contract with day players similar to 
free-lance players was covered by exist- 
ing rules of the Academy only. 

The Academy’s rules set forth that 
players were to get half time during 
travel to and from locations as con- 
trasted with the Guild demand for full 
time. 

In the matter of arbitration, the 
Academy ordered arbitration thru the 
Academy or not at all, at the actor’s 
choice, while the Guild suggested a dis- 
interested arbitration, with the actor to 
pick organization to act for him. 


Free-Lance Actors

NVA Fund Reported Burned Up 
At Cantor’s Drive Kibitzing 


NEW YORK, May 18.—The NVA Fund 
is reported burned up over Eddie Can- 
tor’s participation—or nonparticipation 
—in the drive this year. 


At the invitation of William Morris Jr. 
and Fund officials Cantor was drawn 
into the drive and it was at his sug- 
gestion that the usual basket collection 
system was dropped in favor of the 10 


per cent of gross idea. It appears now 
that the 10 per cent idea won't bring 
in much dough, as the response from 
indie theaters has been poor. 


Cantor’s other idea, that of staging a 
series of big benefits in key cities sim- 
mered down to four out-of-town bene- 
fits and one locally run jointly with the 
Masonic clubs. The out-of-town shows 
are being run tonight in Philadelphia, 
Washington, Los Angeles and San Fran- 
cisco. Pittsburgh, Boston, Chicago and 
Detroit—-which were expected to bring 
in heavy dough—fell thru. It now ap- 
pears that another drive will have to 
be run in the fall. 

Not only that, but Cantor is under- 
stood to have pledged $1,000 contribu- 
tion—and the $1,000 has not shown up 
as yet.

ERPI Submits 


Disk Contracts; 


MPPA Seeks Unified Agreements 


NEW YORK, May 20.—On the heels of 
phonograph record contracts being re- 
ceived by music publishers from the 
Electrical Research Products Corpora- 
tion, the Music Publishers’ Protective 
Association is seeking to work out a new 
standard form of contract between pub- 
lisher and disk manufacturer. John G. 
Paine, chairman of the board of the 
MPPA, is desirous of working out 
a unified form of license agreement to 
be used in granting rights to talking 
machine companies, and has resubmit- 
ted a form which is slightly modified 
from one he recently sent to publishers. 

Majority of the music men did not 
understand the 10 per cent reduction 
which Paine allowed the disk manufac- 
turers, but as Paine pointed out, this 
discount is based on the manufacture 
and sale rather than manufacture alone. 
He also called attention to the fact that 
many music men in the past have al- 


lowed all sorts of discounts up to 25 
per cent. 

The new agreement as submitted by 
Paine endeavors to create a simplified 
and stronger form of contract, and does 
not waive the triple form of damage 
provision of the compulsory license 
angle. Also it is not intended to estab- 
lish the old 10 per cent allowance for 
breakage and returns. Paine believed 
that the publishers not in favor of the 
contract he submitted do not like it 
because they do not understand it. 


According to Donald Pratt, head of the 
ERPI music division, they are about to 
undertake the manufacture of disks for 
private use of the hill and dale type 
and also a machine to play the records. 
New department will be headed by E. E. 
Shumaker, formerly president of the 
Victor Talking Machine Company. Pratt 
does not believe that the publishers will 
make a great deal of money out of the 
venture right away. But eventually it 
may prove profitable.

— Argentine’s 
ezar of radio and pictures is in town 
hunting for ideas and talent.

He leaves for Hollywood May 26, where 
he will try to sign up a few names and 
also look over the latest in film and 
television equipment, and then go to 
Mexico City, returning here on his way 
to London.

Death, Taxes and Dickstein 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—Second hear- 
ings were held this week before the 
House Immigration Committee on the 
Dickstein Bill, which, like death and 
taxes, seems inevitable in its annual ap- 
pearances. The bill, which was originally 
proposed four years ago, would bar alien 
actors from America except in cases of 
unusual or unique talent. Actors’ Equity 
is officially in favor of the ruling, but 
many Equity members individually op- 
pose it. It is felt in many quarters that 
Equity’s own alien rules take care of the 
situation, and that the injection of the 
government would merely mean red tape 
and unenlightened administration of the- 
atrical affairs. 

Brock Pemberton was spokesman for 
legit at this week’s hearing, claiming 
that the Dickstein Bill would hinder the 
theater in its attempted recovery, since 
nothing less than perfection gets by on 
the stage today. He also pointed out 
that the films would suffer, since they 
would not have the theater to draw from, 
and said that the bill would hinder 
meritorious films as well as meritorious 
plays. He used Strictly Dishonorable as 
an example of what would happen if the 
Dickstein Bill went thru. If an Ameri- 
can had played the Tulio Carminati role 
with a phony Italian accent, he said, 
the play would have been laughed off 
the stage. 

Representative Emanuel Celler, of New 
York, long a champion of the legitimate 
theater, also appeared against the bill. 
The Dickstein rule, he said, “would put 
the spoken drama in a sort of strait- 
jacket.” He also pointed out that prac- 
tically all foreign countries subsidize 
their theaters, feeling they are important

cultural forces, while here we have 
placed a strangling tax on tickets. “On 
top of that,” he said, “we propose this 
bill which would still further restrict the 
American drama.”

General Theaters was a subsidiary of 
Fox and went into bankruptcy last year 
with almost a complete collapse. The 
company manufactures theater equip- 
ment, and at one time was the leading 
dealer in equipment of all types. 

There is little doubt but what the 
creditors will agree to any plan that 
will give them an opportunity to realize 
something on their investments.

DETROIT, May 18.—Foreign hours are 
proving a big factor in time on local 
stations currently. One organization, 
Detroit Broadcasters, Inc., which was in- 
corporated last week after four years of 
activity as an unincorporated organiza- 
tion, is using 18 hours of time at pres- 
ent over WMBC weekly. 

Valentine Jarosz, head of Detroit 
Broadcasters, is producing one 45-min- 
ute and one 60-minute Polish program 
each six times a week, selling time to 
various advertisers.

of Education, includes network officials, physicians, educators and others. 


Chevrolet Cutting 
Down on Coverage 


NEW YORK, May 18.—Chevrolet Motor 
Company, for the time being at least, 
is cutting down on the number of sta- 
tions it is using on its large transcrip- 
tion series. It is definitely known that a 
comparatively large number of outlets 
have received cancellations, including, in 
the East, WOR. A _ representative of 
World Broadcasting System, which han- 
dled the program for Chevvy, stated yes- 
terday (Friday) that the company was 
using 250 stations at the present time.

Most Broadcasters Believe CBS 
Made Too Much Noise Last W eek 


NEW YORK, May 18.—If the Columbia 
Broadcasting System should (theoreti- 
cally) ask the other networks and big 
stations the question: “Did we do right 
in putting over that story about taking 
off the offensive laxative shows, etc?” 
the answer would probably be a cold 
“No.” All this despite the wad of con- 
gratulatory wires and letters received by 
CBS on the occasion of its move toward 
special programs for the kiddies and 
shorter commercial announcements. 

While it is admitted perhaps the story 
was timely, coming right after the Mid- 
dle West conference of the educational 
program protagonists and the day before 
Washington hearings held by the FCU, 
the consensus of opinion is that the 
newspaper city desks went to the story 
because it revealed radio as admitting 
its “shame” and “guilt.” Also that cer- 
tain kinds of advertising would again 
revert in large measure to the news- 
papers. 

National Broadcasting Company, while 
not saying anything official or finding 
fault with CBS's space-grabbing activity, 
has merely dug up its 1934 statement of 
policy touching on shorter commercial 
announcements, clesn copy and the 1933 
Statement of Policy on Cathartic Ac- 
counts, which went into effect in De- 
cember orf that year. This statement 
reads. in part: Effective December 5, 
1933, and until further notice, NBC will 
accept no additional cathartic accounts. 
This means any and all products which 


are advertised and sold for the purpose 
of internal physical cleansing and elimi- 
nation. . ." This statement did not 
apply, however, to accounts of this char- 
acter then on tre networks under con- 
tract or their renewals. Which is taken 
to mean that NBC believes such ac- 
counts it now has are not considered 
objectional. In the event of no renewal 
on expiration of contract these accounts 
are not to be solicited. 

NBC claims that it lost numerous ac- 
counts and passed up much revenue 
thereby. It believes that its Continuity 
Acceptance department is bearing down 
on current accounts of all kinds and is 
making it impossible for any account 
considered objectionable to make the 
NBC grade. NBC accounts that are under 
the laxative classification include Enos 
Fruit Salts, Alka-Seltzer, Sal Hepatica 
end Fleischmann’s Yeast (health ac- 
count). 

During the past year or more among 
the advertisers who were advised by 
NBC that the nature of their products 
made campaigns unacceptable under 
NBC policies tncluded: 

Carter’s Little Liver Pills. 

Feenamint. 

Ex-Lax. 

Cestoria. 

Castoria and Feenamint were once on 
NBC. CBS recently had Castoria and now 
has Feenamint and Ex-Lax. At least one 
of these on CBS will continue until 
next spring. 


Numer- 
Ous propositions were advanced by those 
attending the hearing, and these in- 
cluded one from Harris K. Randall, man- 
ager of the Chicago Civic Broadcast 
Bureau. He believed that decentraliza- 
tion of radio control would be a safe- 
guard for freedom of speech. 

Dr. Arthur C. Crane, president of the 
University of Wyoming, suggested the 
establishment of a public broadcast sys- 
tem to supplement but not supplant 
present private broadcast systems. 

Truman Ward, president of the Na- 
tional Association of Broadcasters, stated 
in part, that it was quite impossible to 
draw the line between many commercial 
programs and educational features. He 
advocated the appointment of a com- 
mittee, members to be drawn from vari- 
ous parts of tne country, and this com- 
mittee attend to the co-ordination and 
co-operation of educational and broad- 
cast interests. 

While the new committee is believed 
acceptable to radio, up to the present 
time it was believed by the broadcasters 
that the FCC would stand by its recent 
report to Congress and back the networks 
up in their claim that the demand for 
educational features was more than 
amply being cared for right now. 

Attendance at the conferences were 
large and included numerous broadcasters 
from all parts of the country, as well as 
a strong representation from the NAB 
headed by Phil Loucks. 


Storer Says CKLW 
May Join NBC Web 


NEW YORK, May 18.—George Storer, 
former head of the defunct American 
Broadcasting System and operator of 
CKLW, Windsor, Ont., was in this city 
last week and credited with stating he 
is setting a deal with the National Broad- 
casting Company whereby his station will 
replace WJR, Detroit, on the NBC biue 
network. 

CKLW is now a CBS outlet and will 
remain on this network until fall, when 
WJR, now with NBC, replaces it as the 
CBS Detroit coverage. 


Wis. Bill Budgets 
$60,000 for Radio 


MADISON, Wis., May 18.—An expendi- 
ture of $60,000 a year to provide a State- 
wide hookup of radio stations for the 
broadcasting of State-originated pro- 
grams is authorized in a bill sponsored 
by Senator Griswold. 

The budget bill now under considera- 
tion proposes approximately $42,000 a 
year for the operation of the two State- 
owned stations, WHA at Madison and 
WLBL at Stevens Point, which would 
act as the key stations for the broadcast 
system. 

The new bill would authorize the de- 
partment of agriculture and markets, 
which now controls WHA and WLBL, to 
enter into contracts with the owners of 
private stations to participate in the 
broadcasting system. 

A minimum of three hours a day of 
broadcasting would be authorized and 
the total of contracts made by the de- 
partment of markets could amount to 
$5,000 a month.

governing board of Local 802 confirms expectations which came up when the $3 


fee began to be enforced. At that tame 
it appeared to be the tenor of musicians 
thruout the country that such steps be 
taken, altho nothing definite was done 
about it at that time. Reports that the 
Chicago local was figuring on passing a 
similar law never bore fruit. 

However, it was stated yesterday by 
Jack Rosenberg, secretary of Local 802, 
that since the New York body started its 


$3 fee enforcements locals from all sec- . 


tions of the country have inquired of 802 
as to the latter’s feelings in the matter. 
In answer to such queries Rosenberg 
wrote that just as New York musicians 
had been exploited for years by the 
free broadcasts that the steps taken by 
broadcasters in bringing in, by wire, out- 
cef-town bands to replace the New York 
bands off the air was an exploitation of 
the out-of-town musicians. This could, 
obviously, be stopped in but one way. 


Indications are that the $3 pro; 
will have the backing of the national 
body and Joe Weber, AFM president, 
altho Weber to date has not committed 
himself in regard to the 802 situation. 
However, at the June, 1934, convention 
of the musicians in Cleveland Weber in 
his report submitted letters to the Ad- 
ministrator of the NRA Radio Code 
pointing out the very facts that the $3 
fee is designed to end. In these letters 
Weber developed several principal facts, 
which included: That remote broadcasts 
are used to exploit musicians unpaid for 
the broadcasts in two ways, first being 
that the hotel or restaurant is advertised 
commercially and that the radio stations 
derive an income from such broadcasts. 
Further exploitation of the players comes 
thru the fact that a broadcast emanating 
from New York may go on a network 
station quite distant from the point of 
origination and there be sold for a com- 
mercial advertiser. 

Musicians in New York believe that 
since all players will be financially aided 
by such an enactment, the law will be 
passed. Of considerable importance in 
this connection is that the claim that 
musicians’ unemployment would be in- 
creased in New York by forcing them off 
the air has not come true, and that 
little if any unemployment has come 
up as a result of the remote fee.

WLW Makes Another Talent Foray 


Signing Numerous Acts From N.Y. 


NEW YORK, May 18.—John Clark, 
general manager of WLW, Cincinnati, 
and Don Becker, his assistant and pro- 
gram director of the station, returned 
to the station yesterday after spending 
a week in New York signing up new 
talent for the 500,000-watt broadcaster. 
Results of their stay in New York dis- 
closed several important angles in the 
present radio talent situation. 

First is that the present talent supply 
has hit another of the periodical dry 
spells, and secondly, that with all the 
amateur programs being broadcast 
locally, few acts seem available or worth 
while fcr broadcasting regularly. Becker, 
who was i charge of the auditions, heard 
over 1,000 applicants and in commenting 
on the aridity of promising acts, noted 
a particular lack cf rhythm instrumental 
trios. WLW had wanted to set several 
such acts, he said, but couldn’t connect. 
Strangely enough, the reason offered in 
explanation is that the opening of the 
many cocktail bars in this city has given 
employment to acts of this type. In 
connection with the amateurs, Becker 
said that of the acts he heard, all those 
who admitted their tyro standings were 
strictly “gong stuff.” 

WLW makes periodical talent changes. 
All acts on the station are on the reg- 
ular artists’ staff and the policy of the 


station is based on the belief that all 
local stations must make these frequent 
switches. The WLW claim is that it is 
better to take an act off while it is at 
the peak of its popularity than to wait 
until that following is vitiated and the 
public asks for an act to be removed. 
Becker also pointed out that WLW is con- 
sidered a good spot for talent, not only 
because of its lung power, but because of 
its two chain connections, NBC and MBS. 

Included in the talent signed by the 
station are the Cordova Sisters (night 
clubs and vaude); the Virginians, Negro 
quartet; Harald Hansen, tenor; Palmer 
Ward; Paul Powell, formerly a violinist 
with Paul Whiteman and now a writer; 
Hal Fimberg, writer; M. E. Jacobson, pro- 
duction; Tom Grizelle and Milton Rosen, 
musical idea men and arrangers; Hard 
Warwick, continuity editor; Charlotte 
Granville, actress, and Andrew Stanton. 
Grizelle is a musical Victor prize winner. 

All talent goes out on a four-week 
trial basis, with the station paying travel- 
ing expenses. Unusual angle also comes 
in that the station ‘is increasing its 
talent staff at what is regarded the slack 
season, rather than using a skeleton staff 
policy. Management figures that the 
slack season belief is fading, with present 
business holding up well. Station’s rep-

“Telling the World”

Graham McNamee again handles a 
rapid-fire period of comments on gen- 
eral news of the day, running rather to- 
ward oddities and humorous angles 
rather than politics or highly contro- 
versial matters. The datelines are 
spread around and here and there sports 
are played up naturally, since the pro- 
gram is intended primarily for the men- 
folks. The material is well written and 
logically presented, making it interesting 
at all times. Altho his first broadcast 
had an item on Babe Didrikson for 
instance, and her golf aspirations, the 
evening papers of the same day carried 
a story to the effect that the golf asso- 
ciation had barred her as a professional. 
However, on the second of his bi-weekly 
programs (Thursday) McNamee brought 
his story up to date. At any rate, the 
items are sold in a fast and sure de- 
livery. 


Kelvin Keech on the announcing end 
brings forth the offer, which is a vaca- 
tion cruise to the West Indies, one 
awarded each week, for two people. A 
10-word slogan accompanied by five 
bands from the cigars, or facsimile re- 
productions, is the entrance fee. Copy 
stresses the “50 per cent dividend” to 
the customer, which means that the 
price has been cut from 10 cents to 5 
on the various shapes and sizes con- 
cerned.

Style—Boring talk. Sustaining on 
WNEW, Newark. 


Nat ™leischer is a leader in his line— 
writing about prize fighters and the 
business, so-called. His WNEW talks 
therefore take a high ranking in the 
line of sports programs. Obviously the 
program is designed for a male listen- 
ing audience. 


On the broadcast caught Fleischer’s 
material included a discussion of the 
recent Canzoneri-Ambers fight, which 
the sportswriter says he prognosticated 
properly; some discussion and a tenta- 
tive prediction on the forthcoming Ross- 
McLarnin go, and finally the Baer- 
Braddock affair.

George Reid 


Reviewed Tuesday evening, 10:30-10:45 
p.m. Style—One-man minstrel show. 
Sustaining on WMCA (New York). 


George Reid contributes a thoroly 
entertaining ‘one-man minstrel show 
that’s worthy of attention. Portraying 
three characters typical of miazastrel 
work, he does each with an individual 
deftness, and the material he uses 
makes some of the other minstrel pro- 
grams look really ancient. Somehow 
it’s been part of the radio-minstrel 
credo that a Mr. Bones program could 
get by using Joe Millers from way, way 
back. Reid’s lines may not be the last 
word, of course, but the material is of 
far more recent vintage. His work has 
an informal quality that is also a con- 
siderable asset. 

Characters are Mr. Bill, the straight; 
Pussyfoot, the lazy fellow, and Sam 
Small’s rhythm band work with Reid 
when he sings numbers in the Pussy- 
foot character. Songs are reminiscent 
of Bert Williams, but, fortunately, do 
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not try to imitate Williams’ inimitable 
style. J. F. 


Modern Minstrels 


Reviewed Saturday, 8-9 p.m. Style— 
Minstrel show. Sustaining, on WABC 
(CBS network). 


CBS brings back its minstrel show 
formerly heard about 9 a.m., and again 
produced by Gordon Whyte, who has 
come thru with a real colorful program, 
entertaining and holding some excellent 
talent. Cast includes Bert Swor, Lou 
Lubin and 22 men, plus Leith Stevens 
directing and orchestra and _ vocal 
chorus of 12. Coming from the CBS 
Playhouse, where an audience is invited, 
the show should stand a great chance 
of going commercial. CBS is using all 
available outlets on the hookup. 


Production adheres to the old-time 
standards in that the good old black-face 
dialog is in evidence and the show is in 
two parts, with the olio in between, of 
course. First part contained the com- 
edy skits and some singing and tap 
dancing; the olio, with Harry Von Zell as 
master of ceremonies, brought out the 
soloists. These included Patti Chapin, 
contralto; Van Epps, banjo wizard; 
Stanley Davis, hillbilly comedy singer; 
Casper Reardon, fancy harpist, and the 
glee club, doing old ballads. 


Last part held a sketch in a gas sta- 
tion locale and not as much singing as 
the first part. Stevens lends excellent 
tempo in conducting the orchestra or 
the chorus, and the various vocal solo- 
ists, with the exception of Davis, prob- 
ably sang too legitimately at times. At 
any rate a minstrel show at night in- 
stead of in the morning sounds like a 
much more reasonable assignment and 
a welcome follow-up for the spot recent- 
ly held down by the Roxy Castoria pro- 
gram. Personally, this reviewer wouldn't 
mind if the minstrel show was hoked 
up a little more and a few of those 
short but old wheezes thrown in like 
those about the letter carrier being shot 
in Philadelphia.

Additional revenue from the use of 
copyrighted music appears to be in the 
offing from a new wrinkle, that of film- 
ing amateur shows at theaters and 
showing them the following week, to 
bring the crowd back.

MPPA.

Life of Florenz Ziegfeld.

Jonny Wells is a 
nice-looking young lad with an okeh 
voice. Practically all the singers suffered 
from a poor balance on the amplifying 
system. They were either too close or 
there was too much juice. That in- 
cluded Miss Niesen. 

Probably the best of the specialties is 
the new ballroom team, Theodore and 
Tempo.

In fact, Edward S. Keller, M. S. Ben- 
tham, Paul Durand, Jack Dempsey, Harry 
Fitzgerald, Lew Golder, Maurice Rose and 
Harry Carlin are still in the Palace 
Building, and D. W. Robertson is still at 
23 Park Row, after 20 years!

NVA Suit 


Fund pays old club debts 
— Chesterfield remains, 
but without salary

NEW YORK, May 18.—The final cur- 
tain came down on the Henry Chester- 
field-NVA Fund Supreme Court suit 
this week when Justice Levy signed a 
decree closing the case. The decree was 
a “judgment of dismissal of the com- 
plaint on the merits” and was signed 
after the attorneys for both sides sub- 
mitted as evidence their secret out-of- 
court settlement. 

Thru this procedure, Chesterfield’s 
NVA, Inc., whitewashes the Fund and 
the Fund accepts certain debts incurred 
by the NVA, Inc. The first Fund money 
going to the NVA, Inc., appeared Tues- 
day when a score of former NVA Club- 
house employees received back salaries, 
some of them for 13-week periods. 
These employees had suits for salaries 
pending in court, but this settles them, 
of course.

Act by act it’s a swell show at the 
Palace this week, but put it all to- 
gether and it spells Mammy. Something 
seems to have gone haywire somewhere. 
There are two novelty acts on the five- 
spot layout and two dance turns. No 
comedy except the incidental laughs 
woven into the Bobby May and West- 
Page routines. Picture is The Scoundrel. 


Jeanne Devereau opens with her flash 
after Dave Mordecai and the pit boys 
have gone thru a typically excellent 
overture. Miss Devereau presents a 
short and fast dance turn which fails 
to make full use cf the talent it con- 
tains. The standard bearer does two 
routines, both of them featuring toe 
whirls—and she does the toe whirls on 
one foot. Foy, Tucker and Johnson, a 
boy and two girls, open with a nice 
ballroom waltz routine in which all three 
participate. Jack Seymour contributes 
an eccentric tap. 

Bobby May is in deuce with his 
amazing juggling. All of his balancing 
ana tossing-around tricks are exciting, 
but he rings the applause bell when, 
standing on his head, he plays a xylo- 
phone set below him by bouncing rub- 
ber balls on it. It pulled down the 
house, as it deserved to. Incidentally, 
the act builds slowly, with its harmonica 
start and the attempted comedy. May 
would probably do better to go right 
into the juggling, at which he shines 
so brilliantly. 

Tamara is in center spot, singing four 
numbers. Her sultry loveliness working 
full blast, there probably wasn't a male 
in the house who failed to succumb. 
Her voice is beautiful, but she uses a 
mike, and that seems a shame when 
she can get so much quality without it. 
She scored a show-stop. 

Buster West and Lucille Page bring 
their dancing talents together in next- 
to-shut, aided in the comedy interludes 
by Charles Eaton. Both score heavily, 
West with his familiar and hilarious ec- 
centric hoofing, and Miss Page with her 
acro and contortion work, which is, of 
course, outstanding. She also adds a bit 
of hip-tossing and torso-heaving in her 
first number which is plenty oomph— 
but plenty. Individually, the two per- 
formers got across as well as ever, but 
the two very different styles fail to jell 
well enough for the purposes of the 
act. 

The Six De Cardos close with their 
always enjoyable teeter-board work and 
barrel jumping. The finale, in which 
one lad, blindfolded, does barrel jump- 
ing way up near the flies, is a breath 
catcher. A tiny lass also scored handily 
with her teeter-board work. 

The house was pretty well filled at 
this second show opening day.

Dave Rubinoff heads the bill this 
week, with Johnny Perkins drawing sec- 
ond billing.

Johnny Perkins, 
who is a favorite here, acts as emsee 
thruout the show besides doing his own 
act. 

Sylvia Manon and Company,’ three 
men, three women, were a beautiful 
opener.

and a variety of fast acrobatic stuff that 
gave them two bows. 
Perkins returned and sang My Wife's 


‘First Husband and I Like To Stay After 


School before introducing Ruth Petty, 
who put across two songs, Just Once 
Too Often and Throwin’ Stones at the 
Sun, in great style. Between the songs 
she acted as foil for Johnny's quips and 
gags, which got plenty of laughter. 
Johnny and Ruth are as good as ever 
and had no trouble in filling this frame 
with entertainment and merriment. Big 
hand. 


Johnny and Mary Mason opened with 
a fast session of roller skating and then 
Johnhy took several customers for 
whirls on the skates, working up to the 
fat lady. Closed with Mary with one 
foot around Johnny’s neck for a finish 
that got a good hand.

It was A. B. Marcus’ Continental Re- 
vue which opened the Shubert’s stage- 
show season Merch 1 last and it’s prac- 
tically the same layout in a new show 
tagged La Vie Paree, which winds up 
the house’s season this week. RKO's 
final stage show of the season, featuring 
Guy Lombardo’s Orchestra, will be 
switched to the local Palace for next 
week, thus permitting the Shubert to 
close Thursday night for extensive alter- 
ations. Balmy summer weather today 
cut in a bit on the first show's biz. 

Advertised as carrying 75 people, the 
new Marcus revue, as all its predecessors, 
is a gorgeous flash. There’s a wealth 
of brilliant costumes, a dazzling array 
of colorful drops and scenery and an 
abundance of gorgeous creatures. The 
comedy is of the lighter vein and is 


.Capably handled by Elmer Coudy and 


Ben McAtee. It’s strictly a revue show, 
with the usual run of blackouts, a 
sprinkling of good singing, a good as- 
sortment of dancing and several enter- 
taining specialties. The mammoth cho- 
rus, well drilled and artistically cos- 
tumed, is an _ eyeful.

It’s nearly axiomatic in the show busi- 
ness now that Rudy Vallee deserves 
recognition as one of the best of the 
present-day showmen, and in his latest 
vaude unit the axiom bears fruit. The 
show runs an hour and during that 
time there is barely a dull moment and 
only one fault in the staging of the 
presentation. Opening is particularly ef- 
fective, altho, paradoxically, the lighting 
in the opening is the core of the staging 
mistake. Curtain rises to a dark stage, 
orchestra playing, with lights immediate- 
ly before the musicians then flashing on 
to shine on the instruments and faces of 
the players and up against the drop for 
effective silhouettes. Lights flash on the 
players in units—brasses, saxes, strings 
and pianos, each group with different 
colors. The first time used, it is an im- 
pressive sight, but during the hour’s run 
it’s resorted to twice more, each time 
weakening its own effectiveness. That's 
the error—that, and the possible one 
also that Vallee elected to open with a 
number other than a pop. His usual 
theme song, My Time, etc., is used only 
in a burlesqued imitation of Vallee by 
Al Bernie towards the end. 

First several numbers, after opening, 
center on the leader at the microphone, 
doing a number about the trouble 
caused King Henry VIII and Vallee by 
six wives, and the drunkard song from 
Sweet Music, his recent Warner film. 
Red Stanley is next, introduced as “a 
coming operatic baritone” and given a 
hifalutin’ sounding Italian name to fol- 
low thru. Stanley then goes into Sweet 
Sue and his performance is a pip of a 
satire on the usual rhythm singer at- 
tached to bands. Then, ironically 
enough, Vallee introduces a rhythm 
songstress, Ann Graham, a platinum 
blonde, who sings Ghost of Dinah Lee 
and Lost My Rhythm. Kiesewetter Octet, 
the male singers Vallee uses on his 
broadcast, next in a finely sung cowboy 
tune Broncho Bill. George Lyons’ drums 
comedy bit, so-so laughgetter, is fol- 
lowed by the Stewart Sisters, the trio 
also heard regularly on the air program, 
leading into a semi-production handling 
of the Maine Stein Song. 

Al Bernie supplies a show-stop. A 
talented young mimic, practically every 
one of his characterizations are clear- 
cut and sharply defined, both as to the 
high points of physical characteristics 
and, of course, the individual vocal foi- 
bles. His repertoire seems endless. in- 
cluding The Shadow, The Goldbergs, 
Amos ’n’ Andy, Penner, Durante, Ben 
Bernie, George Arliss, Katharine Hep- 
burn, Mae West, Edward G. Robinson 
et al. His 15 minutes or so was by no 
means an overstay. Closing is a repro- 
duction of the Fare Thee Well, Anna- 
belle number from the picture. 

First night, of course, developed occa- 
sional lighting miscues and brief stage 
waits that will work out with time. Pic- 
ture was Age of Indiscretion, and busi- 
ness, for the supper show, was fair.

Again the Music Hall repeats itself 
in its stage show, this time offering 
Scheherazade—played here for a two- 
week stretch not so long ago. Would 
be okeh if it was worthy of repetition, 
but unfortunately it is not. And this 
house gets repeat audiences, so things 
like this do not help much. The current 
film fare is the Katharine Hepburn- 
Charles Boyer film, Break of Hearts. 

After Dick Leibert’s console work of 
pop numbers and the showing of the 
nhewsreel—latter finding the audience in 
& cheery mood—the symphony ork got 
its inning. No repeat from the latter 
this week—someone once cracked that 
the overtures are kept tn a bucket of 
water to allow them to cool off. Do nice 
work of Tschaikowsky’'s Capriccio Italian. 

Seems a shame that such music as 
Rimsky-Korsakoff put into Scheficra- 
cede should go unnoticed because of the 
flare for elaborateness on the stage. 
When your attention is drawn to a 
crowded stage, with a camel, donkeys, 
tumblers and other things, you are dis- 
tracted from listening to the beautiful 
music. Audience seemed to react to it 
that way, many times laughing in the 
pte. places—such as at the aerial bed- 

mM, 

The show is staged very colorfully, 
With beautiful sets and gay costumes. 
Still that story as told by Scheherazade 
(the story weaver) is inadequate for 


such beautiful music. And this goes on 
for 33 minutes. 


The principals in this production are 
Leonard Warren, Dolores Pallet, William 
Dollar, Nina Whitney, M. Vodnoy, Hilda 
Eckler, Nicholas Daks, Raya Keene, 
George Meyer, Dolf Swing, Beatrice Bel- 
kin, Four Trojans, B. Bannister, L. 
Iven, B. Kalman, George Kiddon, A. 
Chandrovsky, I. Kovach, T. Cannon, E. 
Loring, C. Peterson, N. Barnett, G. 
Church, J. Quinn and L. Levinoff. Be- 
sides, there are the choral ensemble, the 
ballet and the Rockettes. 


About the only applause sock is con- 
tributed by the Four Trojans, with their 
outstanding tumbling. Miss Pallet tells 
the story capably, with Warren a good 
listener, while Dollar and Miss Whitney 
are only fair in handling the roles of 
the principal characters. In brief, the 
story centers around an adventurous 
prince who in his travels falls in love 
with a princess, carries her away, but 
is slain together with his followers by 
her sultan husband and his gang.

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Equity Council Decides 


Sunday Show Procedure 


But votes to keep it from the press—three alternatives 
open—referendum certain after meeting—Stand Bill 
due before New York City aldermen May 28 

a 


NEW YORK, May 18.—Equity council, at its meeting Tuesday, discussed the 
paramount issue of Sunday shows, and decided on the form in which the question 
would be submitted to the membership at the annual meeting to be held at the 
Hotel Astor at 2 p.m., Monday, May 27. The council outlined the procedure to be 
taken at the meeting, but it also passed a resolution that the method of procedure 
should not be given to the press until the meeting takes place. However, it is con- 
sidered certain that the council will present three possible courss of action to the 
membership at large, tho what the coun- 


cil’s precise recommendations will be re- 
mains theoreticaily secret. An article in 
the current issue of Equity Magazine 
outlines the three alternatives. 

1, Equity may stand pat, regardless of 
the passage of the Berg-Neustein Bills, 
allowing local option on the Sunday show 
question, and regardless, too, of the im- 
pending local action in which it is con- 
ceded the board of aldermen will pass 
Sunday shows in this city. Equity con- 
tracts since 1924 have included a clause 
that no Sunday shows may be played in 
municipalities where they were illegal on 
May 1, 1924, and Equity would be within 
its rights in holding its membership to 
the clause. 

2. Equity can accept Sunday shows 
tentatively and with certain reservations. 
It may set a time limit for the Sunday 
experiment; it may make special condi- 
tions regarding pay, and otherwise tie 
down the Sunday playing to make it 
safe for the actor. 

3. Equity may accept the Berg- 
Neustein and impending local legislation 
declaring Sunday performances legal, and 
instruct its members to go ahead and 
play. 

It is considered certain that the coun- 
cil will recommend and the membership 
will vote the second alternative. Just 
what the suggested conditions will be 
cannot as yet be released, but it is ex- 
pected that several plans will be brought 
forward. 

Equity takes a pot shot at its labor 
affiliates in the Equity Magazine article. 
“The Association,” it says, “is face to 
face with a situation which has often 
threatened, but which never became an 
actuality until its labor allies went over 
to the managers. Had they remained 
friendly, or at worst neutral, Equity be- 
lieves that this legislation would not 
now be a law.” 

Regardless of how the membership 
votes at the annual meeting, the council 
will still have the final say. It is certain, 
however, that the question will be sub- 
mitted to a nation-wide referendum of 
the Equity membership after the vote at 
the meeting, and it has been stated that 
the council will undoubtedly abide by 
the result of that referendum. 

Meanwhile Alderman Murray W. Stand, 
who introduced the local legislation, an- 
nounced that his bill will come up be- 
fore the Committee on General Welfare 
Friday, and will be brought before the 
board of aldermen May 28. No public 
hearings are expected, but it is possible 
that Mayor LaGuardia will hold them 
before he signs the bill.

With “Laburnum Grove” 


DETROIT, May 18.—Robert Hender- 
son’s Dramatic Festival opened the first 
season at the Wilson Theater on Mon- 
day to a fair house with a production of 
J. B. Priestley’s Laburnum Grove. The 
company was under the direction of 
Luther Green, publicity manager, in the 
absence of Robert Henderson, for the 
first week. 5 

The opening production starred Ed- 
mund Gwenn and included Melville 
Cooper, Margery Pickard, Elizabeth Ris- 
don, Lloyd Gough, A. G. Andrews, Molly 
Pearson, Body Davis and Jack Daniels. 

The Detroit season will run three 
weeks and will include two American 
premieres, the production of Ghosts, 
with Alla Nazimova, next week, and Up 
to the Stars, new musical revue by Noel 
Coward and Norman Zeno, for the clos- 
ing week. Shaw’s The Simpleton of the 
Unerpected Isles will divide the second 
week with Ghosts. 

Following the Detroit production Hen- 
derson will produce his annual festival 
season at Ann Arbor, Mich. 


Alliance Picks Its Plays 


NEW YORK, May 18.—The Theater 
Alliance, which will open a subscription 
repertory season here in the fall, the 
program to consist of three new plays 
and two revivals, has settled on the new 
scripts to be produced. Two are by 
Americans and one by a European. The 
plays are West Winds Are Blowing, by 
Velma Carson; God’s Little Acre, by 
Emjo Basshe, from Erskine Calcwell’s 
novel of the same name, and The 
Cuckold Magnificent, by Fernand Crom- 
melynck. 

The two revivals will be chosen by a 
vote of the Alliance membership list 
from a roster of European and American 
plays. There will also be a sixth pro- 
duction, not yet chosen, to be privately 
presented for supporting members. 

Rehearsals will start early in the sum- 
mer and casts will be picked from Alli- 
ance’s permanent acting company. 


Rehearsal Pay Meeting Set 


NEW YORK, May 18.—There will be a 
special meeting of Equity council held 
Friday, May 24, for a discussion of the 
pay for rehearsals question. The com- 
mittee which has been going into the 
situation will report at that time and 
rehearsal pay will be the only thing 
taken up at the meeting. 


Federal $100,000 for 
Charleston Theater 


CHARLESTON, S. C., May 18.—More 
than $100,000 in federal funds has been 
appropriated to rebuild the Old Dock 
Street Theater here, which FERA of- 
ficials say was the first large playhouse 
in North America. Work on the project 
will be started late this month. Douglas 
D. Ellington, FERA architectural ad- 
viser, already has drawn up the plans, 
and Harry L. Hopkins, FERA adminis- 
trator, has earmarked funds for the res- 
toration. 

The original Dock Street Theater 
opened February 12, 1736, with a per- 
formance of The Recruiting Officer. The 
project is expected to be completed by 
February 12, 1936, when the same play 
will be produced. Leading actors may be 
asked to come out of retirement to take 
part in the one-day stand at that time. 


The original playhouse had a seating 
capacity of between 500 and 600. Under 
present plans, the rebuilt structure will 
conform as closely as possible with the 
first theater, but will have to make some 
sacrifices to accuracy in order to incor- 
porate modern theater conveniences into 
the building. Consequently the stage 
will be erected at the front, instead of at 
the center (the old theaters were like 
tennis courts) and some changes will 
be made to improve acoustics. 


The entrance to the playhouse will be 
the historic Planters’ Hotel, a brown- 
stone structure, which also will be re- 
built with federal funds. The combined 
projects will be the largest of a restora- 
tion type ever financed by the FERA, 
Mr. Ellington said. After the opening 
night, the theater probably will be sur- 
rendered to the amateurs.

The season being spring, and no openings being scheduled for the week, it 
seems as good a time as any to thank those players who, since the last list was 
compiled at Christmastide, have made the duties of enforced playgoing a bit 
easier than they might otherwise have been. Such a list, of course, fails to exhaust 
the roster of good performances—particularly in a season in which they have been 
sO numerous as this. In many Cases, entire casts should be thanked individually 
for their collective efforts. Im many other cases, fine performances were contributed 
by players in shows which didn’t happen to be covered by this reporter. The list 
is neither complete nor exclusive; it represents merely those players, seen by this 
reviewer, who chiefly added to his theatrical delights. 

Thanks, then: 


To Bobby Clark, for his clowning in the recently defunct Thumbs Up, particu- 
larly for his by-now-immortal “We on’y wanna dance!”; to Imogene Coca, an 
appealing and comic sprite, for her work in Fools Rush In, an intimate revue which 
lived up to its title because it didn’t know when and where to cut; to Peggy Wood, for 
her tender and radiant pretending in Birthday, a piece which was infinitely better 
than its Broadway run would indicate, and to little Jeanne Dante, in the same 
play, for a splendidly real characterization; to Katharine Cornell, for her Romeo 
and Juliet, in which Miss Cornell acted the role rather than Miss Cornell and gave 
us the realest, most vital, most overwhelmingly affecting Juliet that this generation 
has seen; and to Edith Evans, who, as the nurse, ably seconded Miss Cornell; to 
Jane Cowl, John Halliday and Jose Ruben for fine playing in the Theater Guild's 
Rain From Heaven, which talked better than it played; and to Frederick Forrester 
for turning in one of the season’s best characterizations in one of the season's 
worst plays, the balmy Portrait of Gilbert. 


To Blanche Sweet, for her amazingly right playing of a small role in The 
Petrified Forest, playing which made her big speech the outstanding item in the 
play; to Humphrey Bogart, in the same show, for seizing his chance to get away 
from the stuffed-shirt roles with which he has been saddled and acting Killer 
Mantee to a fare-thee-well; and to many others in the same excellent cast, in- 
cluding Leslie Howard, who has saved much (if not quite all) of his excellence 
from the onslaught of the cinema; to Judith Anderson and Helen Menken for 
their fine, distinguished and altogether excellent pretending in The Old Maid, 
which drew both the Pulitzer Prize and the usual yowls from dramatic critics; to 
Alfred Lunt for his magnificent portrayal of the inarticulate beast in Noel 
Coward’s Point Valaine, in which Mr. Coward created a mood in play form, with- 
out anyone in the audience knowing what he was doing; and to Lynn Fontanne 
and Osgood Perkins for their fine work in the same play; to Edmund Gwenn for 
his meticulously detailed and finely effective characterization of the genial 
counterfeiter in Priestley’s Laburnum Grove; to Donald Macdonald for doing his 
best work in recent years in the unfortunately unworthy Little Shot; and to 
Conway Tearle, who gave a serious, forthright and effective performance in 
Living Dangerously, which was imported from England, presumably to prove that

Broun Stumps 
For Forumites 


& 
Writes article in “Nation” 
attacking Equity adminis- 
tration—Forum platform 


NEW YORK, May 18.—As the Actors’ 
Equity Association, in the current issue 
of Equity Magazine, took a pot shot at 
its labor affiliates for deserting it on the 
Sunday show question and going over to 
the managers, Heywood Broun, in an 
article in The Nation, declared that 
Equity has broken away from its former 
labor allies. “I have heard actors,” he 
says, “denounce the stagehands and, the 
rules of their union with the same vehe- 
mence employed by the managers. A 
distinct wedge has been driven between 
the workers.” 

In the same article Broun supports 
the Actors’ Forum, the insurgent group 
in Equity which has nominated its own 
slate of councilors for election at the 
annual meeting at the Hotel Astor May 
27. Broun hits out at the administra- 
tion, claiming that “during the last few 
seasons its leaders have more or less 
taken the attitude, ‘What’s the use of 
making any demands? The theatrical 
business is in too sad a plight, and you 
can’t whip a dead horse.’” 

Accusing the administration of being 
“less than scrupulously fair in meeting 
the drive of the Forum,” Broun advo- 
cates the plank in the Forum platform 
which calls for pay for rehearsals, He 
also attacks the administration slate, 
saying, “One of the candidates for the 
council on the orthodox slate is a young 
actor whose stage debut was as a strike- 
breaker (during the actors’ strike in 
1919) in Mr. Brady's production of At 
9:45. That was 15 years ago, but actors 
are noted for long memories and they 
are beginning to ask whether Equity is 
still a labor union.” 

Earlier in the article he says, “In ad- 
dition to drifting, a great many Equity 
members have done a deal of forgetting.” 

Platform of the Forum candidates, in 
addition to the pay for rehearsals clause, 
includes support of unemployment in- 
surance and the abolition of the junior 
standing. Officials of Equity this week 
indicated that Equity has discussed the 
pay for rehearsals question many times 
“in the past, and that there had been 
communication with Senator Wagner for 
inclusion of actors in his proposed un- 
employment insurance bill. The ques- 
tion of the junior membership it was 
said, is a recent one, the classification 
having been established only two years 
ago, when legit went in under the NRA. 

Pay for rehearsals is now being 
thrashed out by a special committee, 
which will report to the council Friday.

Finals were held Tues- 
day in the auditorium of the 92d street 
YMHA, and judges were Brooks Atkin- 
son, Arthur Ruehl and Taylor Holmes. 

All three of the youngsters in the 
prize-winning play turned in excellent 
performances, and the direction of Edgar 
Ballou and Ben Kranz also aided greatly. 
The winners received the Theater Guild 
Plaque. Madison Square won the sec- 
ond-place Samuel French Plaque with 
Foster Fitzsimmons’ Four on a Heath.

“The 
It did not seem 
to have occurred to the producing man- 
agers that the road might not always 
be there whenever it was wanted, no mat- 
ter how it was treated; or that they 
could not count on finding plays as they 
needed them, regardless of how dram- 
artists were used... . 


“But now, with the road contracted to 
its present size, the managers are finding 
it increasingly difficult to discover 
enough good plays to fill even those the- 
aters which remain open. It seems to 
Equity that if they are ever going to do 
anything about this matter, which is a 
fundamental of their business, now is 
the time to do it. 


“As Equity has remarked before, the 
producing managers as a group have per- 
mitted conditions to become established 
under which it is easier, more pleasant 
and more remunerative for creative 
writers to engage in almost any other 
form of activity than playwriting. To such 
an extent is this true that many trained 
writers, and men who have demonstrated 
that they have something to say, decline 
to endure the delays, uncertainties and 
humiliations which appear to be in- 
evitable in writing for the theater, and 
have taken themselves and their talent 
elsewhere, to the real detriment of the 
legitimate theater. . . 


“If the producing managers would select 
even sO small a group as five such writers 
(those showing both desite and aptitude 
for dramatic writing) and inform them 
that they and their families need not 
worry as to their needs during the next 
two years, that during that time they 
would receive three to four thousand dol- 
lars a year and that anything they wrote 
would receive real consideration and 
prompt attention, they would obligate 
themselves for no more than $40,000. If 
only one play of any one of those five 
writers should prove a success it would 
more than repay th2 expense of the ex- 
periment. 

“As playwrights established themselves 
they would resign their scholarships to 
make room for others. . . . Of course it 
would be difficult to assure this opportu- 
nity to just the right persons and to no 
others. There would be questions as to 
who would have priority for the manu- 
scripts. But these are not insuperable‘ 
difficulties, and to organize a continuous 
flow of able dramatic writers would go 
further toward solving the present prob- 
lems of the theater than almost any- 
thing else of which Equity can think at 
this time. 

“It might be a difficult problem for any 
individual producer to undertake under 
present conditions, but the producers’ 
association or groups of producers with 
similar interests could underwrite such 
@ program without any particular strain. 

“If the theater is to work its way 
thru this depression it must initiate new 
policies, and none would have greater 
value to the theater in the long run, 
Equity believes, than a conservation 
policy for playwrights.” 

In previous statements, Gillmore am- 
plified, tmdicating that each subsidized 
playwright would be expected to turn 
out two plays a year, and that the money 
given them be considered as advance 
royalties on their produced plays. 

It sounds logical.

MOBILE, Ala., May 18.—The doom of moving pictures in Alabama is spelled 
in the new revenue bill, drawn:by the Senate and House recess committee of the 
Alabama Legislature on finance and taxation, according to evidence brought before 
that body by representatives of the 245 movie houses in the State. They objected 
to the imposition of the 10 per cent ticket tax, which in reality amounts to 1214 per 


cent. 


Testimony was presented that the tax would shut up 85 per cent of the 


movie houses in the small cities and towns and would also close a number of 


movie houses in cities like Mobile. 


“It is nothing but murder for the 
movie houses of Alabama,” bluntly stated 
Ed M. Frenl:el, of Mobile. 


It was the contention of those who 
operated houses that the tax could not 
be passed onto the consumer because the 
consumer would not attend tne theater. 
Theater owners present included R. B. 
Wilby, who controls a chain of Mont- 
gomery theaters; Mack Jackson, Alexan- 
der City; Thos. Orr, Albertville; W. H. 
Mitchell, Florence; Sam Rain, Gadsden, 
and R. A. Root, of Birmingham, secretary 
of the Motion Picture Operators’ Associa- 
tion. It was brought out by Root that 
the imposition of the tax would throw 
hundreds of employees of the movie 
houses out of employment. 


It was demonstrated at the hearing 
that the moving picture industry had 
suffered, if anything, more than any other 
industry during the years of the depres- 
sion. It was shown that it would be im- 
possible for the operators of the movie 
houses to absorb the tax which they de- 
clared was unjust. It was also brought 
out that to pass the tax on to the con- 
sumers would cut the attendance 40 per 
cent, 


It was shown that Governor Olsen of 
Minnesota had recently vetoed a tax bill 
similar to the one now before the Legis- 
lature on the ground that diversion was 
nectssary and that the masses of the 
people were entitled to these amusements 
without excessive taxes. It was also 
pointed out that in many other States 
these taxes have been tried out and all 
had been repealed as the industry could 
not possibly pay the taxes and the people 
refused to pay it. 


Michigan Bill Would 
Kill Preferred Dates 


DETROIT, May 18—A bill was in- 
troduced in the Legislature last week 
by Representative Joseph Roosevelt, of 
Detroit, and Senator Martin Dunckel, of 
Three Rivers, making it unlawful to 
designate play dates in a contract for 
films. The designation of days on 
which the picture must be played is 
to be made illegal if the bill is passed. 
It was ultimately referred to committee, 
but it is believed to have a very good 
chance of passage by leaders in the film 
industry. 


Individual theater owners are strongly 
behind the bill, which is sponsored by 
Allied Theaters of Michigan. Hender- 
son M. Richey, general manager, pointed 
out that “exhibitors are being forced 
to play pictures on Sunday that are un- 
suitable for showing to children, and 
Sunday is one of the days when a large 
part of the audience of a theaters is 
composed of children.” 


New Chi House Opens Soon 


CHICAGO, May 18.—Warner’s Beverly 
Theater, tentatively set for opening May 
24, will probably not open its doors until 
May 31, due to delays in regard to the 
decorative scheme. House staff has not 
yet been set but will be under the super- 
vision of Harry Turrell, district manager. 
The Beverly, which has 1,300 seats, will 
be a Class “C” house.

NRA Will Decide 


Operators’ Rates 


WASHINGTON, May 18.—A _ public 
hearing has been announced by NRA for 
June 4 on a new proposal for the estab- 
lishing of minimum booth costs and 
maximum hours of employment in mo- 
tion picture theaters in Greater New 
York. The hearing will be conducted 
under the motion picture code and by 
Deputy Administrator William P. Farns- 
worth. It will be held at the Washington 
Hotel. A hearing was held in Washing- 
ton January 18 last for the purpose of 
establishing such minimum costs and 
maximum hours, but such wide differ- 
ences of opinion as between members of 
the industry were developed no concrete 
results were obtained. 


Information developed at this hearing, 
however, along with alternative plans 
which were proposed at that time, were 
used as a basis upon which to develop 
the schedules which are now to be given 
consideration. A system of points, from 
10 to 60, and varying according to the 
seating capacity and the admission price, 
is embodied in the proposal to be dis- 
cussed on June 4. A minimum of 12 
cents per point per hour, it is explained, 
would be paid under the new plan by 
theaters whose pictures are first, second, 
third or fourth run. These theaters are 
in the majority. 

Other theaters would pay a minimum 
of 10 cents to their motion picture op- 
erators. In event a theater has a stage 
presentation this would add seven points 
before computing. And maximum hours 
of employment would not be more than 
30 a week. Requests for opportunity to 
be heard at the hearings should reach 
Deputy Administrator Farnsworth, it is 
suggested, before noon on Monday, 
June 3. 


No Tax Reduction for 
Portland, Ore., Houses 


PORTLAND, Ore., May 18.—By a vote 
of three to two in city council, with 
the exception of the Rialto, the thea- 
ters lost their fight for reduction in 
license fees. City Commissioner Colburn 
stated that the houses were entitled to 
no consideration. 

Theaters here are now paying to the 
city $2,836 a year and would have re-

CHICAGO, May 18.—A new motion pic- 
ture studio and production company has 
been established here, known as the Tru- 
Tone Audifilm Corporation, a subsidiary 
of the Electric Controller Corporation, 
with studios at Lake Shore drive and 
Ontario street. The company, which is 
headed by M. H. Page, former RCA en- 
gineer, plans to go into production soon 
on some educational and religious pic- 
tures. 

The studios are 55x36 feet, with a 15- 
foot ceiling and are paneled with special 
acoustic properties that permit a person 
whispering in one corner of the room to 
be heard in an opposite corner. Adjoin- 
ing the studios are dressing rooms, re- 
cording rooms and a small laboratory for 
the development of rushes. Equipment 
has been installed that will record both 
standard and 16 mm. film.

that the actor not be asked to waive 
terms. 

Guild’s request for an abolition of 
the deal was met with promises in the 
press release but nothing in the con- 
tract. Therefore there was nothing to 
prevent a supplemental agreement with 
the player. 

As to the call bureau, no mention 
was made at all. 

The Guild proposed a 16-hour rest 
period, which could not be waived, and 
the Academy came back with a 12-hour 
rest period, with provision that the 
actor gets an extra day’s pay if vio- 
lated, but no mention was made of any- 
thing that would keep the producer 
from “requesting” the actor to waive 
this provision. 

The Guild asks no work on Sundays 
or legal holidays without a compen- 
sating day’s rest. The Academy con- 
tract granted this request, with a limit 
fixed on six holidays, but nothing to 
prevent a “requested” waiver. 

On terminating the services of an 
actor the Guild maintained that the 
producer pay the actor a week’s salary. 
The Academy allowed the producer to 
pay actor a week only if he terminated 
employment within 30 days of starting 
date or after start of production. 

On payment of salary to and from 
location the Guild asked for ft.ll pay, 
and the Academy ruled: “If less than 
24 hours’ distant no pay till the player 
appears before camera or 24 hours after 
reaching location.” If more than 24 
hours’ distant player is left to own 
bargaining power to get travel time if 
he can. 

In the delivery of contracts the Guild 
insisted that they be in force only when 
signed and delivered by both parties, 
whereas the Academy ruled that same 
be left to oral evidence whether con- 
tract is in force and producer need not 
sign.. 

Arbitration for the free-lance actor is 
thru the Academy and in the same 
manner as for the day player. 

In addition, the new contract put in 
a few extra provisions in favor of the 
producers, including one day of free 
publicity stills, and if contract termi- 
nated the producer can make actor 
come back and finish at same salary 
any time actor is not working within 
six months. 

A study of these comparisons shows 
why the Guild is growing in strength 
and power in Hollywood. The Academy 
has adopted some of the Guild pro- 
posals but avoided the most vital one, 
which made the producer responsible 
for keeping his promises. 
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BOX - OFFICE GROSSES SHOW 
BIG IMPROVEMENT ON WEEK 


NEW YORK, May 18.—Box office takes 
thruout country this week, while not spec- 
tacular, were above average, with good product 
getting the play. In some spots the warm 
weather helped keep grosses down, but as yet 
the weather is a small influence.

With approximately 800 persons attending the Allied 
Convention in Atlanta, the organization is giving a show 
of strength that will cause the majors no little worry. If 
the Allied plans go thru the producers will have a great 
deal more to worry about than they realize. 


In order to reach its maturity Allied has had an up- 
hill fight. It has withstood the ridicule from expected 
sources and many exhibitors who at first looked upon the 
infant organization with suspicion have become its 
stanchest supporters. Allied was built on headaches 
and, altho it will have many more, they will be less severe. 


Each succeeding year finds less opposition from the 
other national organization, which has been kept alive 
largely thru artificial respiration, supplied by the pro- 
ducers. Allied is essentially an organization composed of 
exhibitors who have backbone enough to battle for the right 
to exist. Any organization with such a purpose cannot 
be licked. 


We hope and expect Allied speakers to announce 
definite plans for the organization and not confine itself 
to the lofty aims of the majors, as has been the custom of 
the opposition. Allied has it in its power to get somewhere 
and if the same courage continues to be applied by the 
leaders it will succeed. 


Immediately following the convention there will be 
a smoke screen laid down to try to minimize the results. 
This is to be expected by Allied members, who should give 
it little heed, for it will merely mean that some people are 
worried. 


With Will Hays in the saddle for an additional five 
years the independent exhibitor can expect to receive in 
the future the same benevolent treatment he has received 
in the past, which consisted largely of getting a perpetual 
runaround. That Hays was given an extended contract 
is a direct indication that the producers approve of the 
policy of socking the independent. If independents want 
this they are welcome to it, but by giving their unquali- 
fied support to their organization they can minimize the 
number of bruises. 


We feel that we can safely predict that if the conven- 
tion goes on record against the evils that confront the thea- 
ter owners there will be rush of small exhibitors to join 
the ranks. Any organization that can, and will, aid the 
showmen of this country against the overwhelming injus- 
tices deserves the support of all. ; 


The Allied leaders have taken a great deal of abuse 
since they organized, but have carried on in spite of the 
constant cry of ‘‘radical’’ and ‘‘selfish interests.’’ Any 
organization fighting for what is right can expect just such 
treatment by those who are struggling to suppress justice. 


Allied is in safe hands and if the courage of its leaders 
does not falter we hope and expect to see the independent 
theater owners get the fair treatment to which they are 
justly entitled. 

Keep fighting, Allied, and you’ll get places.

This, 
more than any other era, is one 
characterized by economic stand- 
ards. The dollar is God and at 
times it seems that a man’s station 
in life, his capacity for gaining the 
self-respect of his neighbors are 
dependent solely on his worldly 
goods and his ability to earn 
money. Civilization has always 
been characterized by standards 
of capital but this has become 
more evident during the past 
score of years. This new philos- 
ophy has exerted a direct effect 
on the show business. It has 
caught hold so definitely that old 
policies, standards and_ ideals 
have been thrown into the dis- 
card by unwilling individuals 
caught in the stampede; in the 
eruelling fight for the elusive 
dollar. 


Probably more changes have 
taken place in the show business 
since the turn of the century than 
in the government of the Russias. 
Many of these changes have been 
for the better, altho their favor- 
able effect on business has not yet 
been driven into the consciousness 
of showmen due to the interfer- 
ence of other factors with a gen- 
eral improvement in conditions. 
Yet the complete change in the 
show business map has also 
involved definitely unfavorable 
trends. One of these—the sub- 
ject of today’s sermon—is the 
complete loss of glamour. This 
sad phenomenon has been dis- 
cussed here before and, consider- 
ing its basic importance, cannot 
be referred to often enough. 


The desperate hunt for the dol- 
lar has caused managers to lose 
practically every vestige of their 
foresight. It has caused stars to 
wantonly waste their potentiali- 
ties. There used to be a time 
when popularity became mellow 
with age; when the years rolled 
on and added as a matter of 
course to the fame and box-office 
draw of personalities who took 
their profession seriously and who 
looked upon the public as a 
treacherous opponent: always 
ready to strike at the: unwary; 
enthusiastically loyal at one time 
and aggressively bitter at an- 
other. Today the guiding thought 
is speed in building up thru any 
medium that presents itself. The 
greater the audience the better. 
Tomorrow is far off. It will take 
care of itself. 


Many changes for the better 
have been made, as we started out 
by stating. But the old technic of 
building up box-office personali- 
ties has been lost. Not, to be 
sure, with the same hopelessness 


of rediscovery as the embalming 
secrets of the Egyptians but lost 
for all practical purposes today. 
One cannot help harboring a 
nostalgia for the past when it is 
recalled that Charles Frohman in- 
serted a clause in his contracts 
forbidding his stars to appear 
publicly on Broadway and speci- 
fying also that they report at the 
theater in closed, curtained cars. 
Today stage, screen and radio 
stars appear indiscriminately as 
“guests” at broadcasts, cafes, 
night clubs, vaudefilm theaters, 
benefit shows and other public 
functions. Glamour exists only 
in relation to a few screen stars 
and much of this is dissipated by 
prolific chatterers for the fan 
papers and Broadway columnists. 


* * * 


It used to be a real feat to obtain an 
Annie Oakley for a show that was good, 
bad or fair to middlin’. Today there are 
at times more free shows than commer- 
cial entertainments. At any rate there 
are always plenty to choose from. And 
the entertainment seeker really deter- 
mined not to plunk down money at the 
box office need not search long or far 
for a free show that will satisfy his crav- 
ing. If he is disinclined to twist dials 
for an earful of Cantor, Wynn, Jolson, 
Lillie or Kate Smith he can inveigle 
without considerable effort passes for one 
of the free studio broadcasts. Seated 
comfortably and in surroundings that 
would make King Solomon envious he 
can see as well as hear his favorite en- 
tertainer. To make sure that Mr. Piker 
gets a lasting dose of free entertainment 
most of the sponsors of free studio broad- 
casts arrange for an impromptu show 
after the program leaves the air. 

The chronic studio “patrons” tell us 
that they enjoy the impromptu shows 
considerably more than the ones that 
are broadcast. If any person rushes to a 
legit theater or a vaudefilmer or even 
a movie after an earful and eyeful of 
studio entertainment he is either a glut- 
ton for punishment or ought to have his 
head examined. 

As if free studio shows are not enough, 
there are free vaudeville shows offered 
by the Emergency Relief; also drama and 
puppet shows under the same auspices; 
free municipal concerts; free dancing in 
the park, occasional recitals—and free 
instruction in dancing, music and sing- 
ing. ; 


Managers used to insist that once a 
patron sees a free show in a theater he 
is killed as a potential commercial pa- 
tron. They must have known what they 
were talking about. Try to imagine what 
these same managers say now, who see 
the crowds pass their theaters on the 
way to the various entertainments re- 
ferred to in the foregoing. 


+ 


EARTENING is the trend of dailies 
of late to accord increased space to 
news of night clubs. The press has 

discovered that night clubs are a legiti- 
mate entertainment branch. It has 
recognized that the night club business 
is settling down to a sound basis as a 
reaction to the fly-by-night hysteria of 
Prohibition and the 3.2 beer era. That 
night clubs are generally doing well and 
dropping gradually their chiseling tactics 
is well for all that have any connection 
with the field. Performers and musi- 
cians who at one time depended solely 
on anemic vaudeville for employment 
are now definitely ensconced in the 
night club field. In many instances the 
work is wholesome, steady and profitable. 
Night clubs are back to stay and would 
never have done a walkout were it not 
for prohibition. As time passes the field 
will become more stabilized. Novelties 
in policy will be fiitroduced, involving 
the employment of more talent. If these 
policies are successful the effect will be 
felt directly by the performer. 


More night club business means more 
business for theaters, too. The public 
can be re-educated to “flesh” thru the 
night club. The average person does 
not make night club attendance a daily 
habit. It is an occasional pastime and 
in the final analysis, gives him a re- 
newed appetite for a theater policy that 
screens films and is enlivened by acts.

Apollo, New York 

(Reviewed Tuesday Afternoon, May 14) 

Now that the warm weather has set 
in, this 42d street property of the 
Wilners seems to have lost some of its 
steam—both from the business and 
entertainment angles. Only a small 
play at the b. o. this matinee, and much 
of it on passes. The show runs along 
in a sort of lazy and lifeless way—no 
real pep or speed. Needs toning up, and 
the production, while good, is too much 
the same, the steady use of stairs, the 
routine picture numbers, etc. 


Allen Gilbert, producer, definitely has 
proved that he’s A-1 at this line, but 
he shouldn’t confine himself to things 
stereotyped and should instead give out 
with those original ideas of his. Show 
is dressed and mounted well, but un- 
fortunately is in that category of when 
you see one you see them all. 


The comics in this show are Art Gard- 
ner, George Murray and Maxie Purman. 
They manage to grab off lots of laughs 
and are a really capable trio.

Furthermore, that the annual meeting 
of the organization will be held the last 
Sunday in June. A nominating commit- 
tee has been set up to nominate the can- 
didates for office, with ballots to go out 
shortly to all members. The committee 
comprises Bobby Morris, Murray Leonard, 
Charlie Peanuts Bohn, Joe Lyons and 
Frank Scannel. Addresses, other than 
that of theaters, are being sought by the 
organization for its members in order 
that the ballots can be mailed between 
now and election. 


Also, Phillips stated that the BAA is 
not going to be a party to anything so 
un-American as a blacklist, referring to 
the activity of the new managers’ guild 
here with regard to keeping performers 
from working until complaints registered 
against them are cleared up. Such a case 
now exists with Margie Hart. Phillips 
stated that two can play the same game. 

Phillips also revealed that plans are 
now being made to establish permanent 
offices for the BAA in Chicago and De- 
troit, the former to take care of Chicago 
and points west, and Detroit to take care 
of itself, Buffalo and Cleveland.

Unfair Competition Dancing Masters Six - State 


Only by combined and concerted action can the dance teachers 
and instructors of the other theatrical arts eliminate the evils of the 
unfair competition against them which is every day cheating them out of 
the earnings to which they are entitled. As an example of the efficacy 
of this form of treatment we cite the case of the Sullivan Licensing 
Bill which it was attempted to enact in New York, and to which we 
referred in detail editorially last month. The massed opposition against 
this bill was the biggest and most vigorous ever seen in the theatrical 
arts field, pretests being filed at the City Hall representing about 
75,000 people. The result was that Mayor La Guardia declared him- 
self against it and the licensing department said it would not press 
licensing. 

A condition exists in Chicago that should be remedied, for the 
same reasons that the New York bill was protested. It is believed 
that the bill was primarily intended to license the taxi dance halls, with 
which intention The Billboard has no quarrel, but it has not worked 
out in quite that way. The amount of the license is graded according 
to the number of instructors employed, and it is a matter of common 
knowledge that some of the larger taxi dance halls employ up to 
100 or even more “instructresses.’’ However, the fact should not be lost 
sight of that some of the larger reputable schools also of necessity 
employ a sufficient number of instructors to bring them under the 
provisions of the enactment. Without mincing words, this is plainly 
a tax on education, for which the public is already being taxed. 


But the trouble goes even deeper! It would seem that the situation 
in Chicago is that a certain percentage of the legitimate theatrical art 
schools is paying the tax, while a much greater percentage is riot. This 
at once creates a condition of unfair competition, and discrimination 
against the minority complying with the terms of an ordinance which 
never should have been construed as applying to any of them! 


We know of individual cases of unethical practice and unfait 
competition, but the thing has got to be attacked as a whole. Cutting 
out one of the roots won’t stay the spread of the epidemic. Permanent, 
not temporary, methods are needed—methods that will regulate—methods 
with teeth in them. We are out to obliterate practices such as the 
giving of dancing lessons free; the teaching of dancing in the schools 
by “professional” instructors at two-bits a lesson; the acceptance by 
certain teachers of commissions from supply houses for sending their 
students to them, and thus discriminating against the reputable supply 
houses which do not conduct their business in this manner. We are 
in favor of the feacher sticking to teaching, and the supply house to 
selling in an ethical way, which is the generally accepted procedure 
of all reputable houses. And there are many other evils, legislative as 
well as commercial, which must be eradicated. 

The Billboard is already on record as being unqualifiedly opposed 
to any kind of legislation which would impose an unjust burden upon 
schools teaching the theaatrical arts, as listed at the head of this de- 
partment. It has many times taken up the cudgels against all kinds of 
unethical practice and unfair competition. This is by no means an empty 
statement, because The Billboard is ready to give action, and plenty 
of it, but it must have the active support of the rank and file of those 
who are suffering every day from the methods described. We therefore, 
hereby and now, invite the co-operation of any and every such teacher 
of the theatrical arts to communicate with The Billboard, and we 
promise that ways and means of eliminating these evils, and cutting 
out the cancer of unfair competition, shall be speedily devised. Address 
your communications to Len Ivey, The Billboard, Woods Building, 
Chicago, and immediate action on your behalf is pledged. 

It will not be the first time that The Billboard has placed an 
entire industry on a sound basis! 


Both the Sullivan bill to license and regulate instructors and 
theatrical art schools in New York and the substitute License Depart- 
ment bill appear to be dead. 

The scores of instructor societies and theatrical art school asso- 
ciations raised such a rumpus that the New York city administration 
promised to squelch the bills. The administration was obviously taken 
by surprise. The activity of the groups opposing the bills was some- 
thing that surprised even old-time showmen. 

The Billboard feels that the theatrical art schools and instructors 
were right in fighting the bills, as the proposed laws threatened to 
subject them to a political bureaucracy and to license fees that may 
have driven many of the smaller schools out of business. But the 
movement showed one deplorable weakness—lack of unity. Except for 
the music teachers, who acted jointly thru a Music Teachers’ Defense 
Committee of 50, the other elements protested in small groups. 

It would have been much more effective if all of these groups 
had acted together. To insure against a repetition of this confusion if 
and when another emergency occurs, we think theatrical art schools 
and individual instructors should start working immediately toward 
a joint action committee that will represent the entire business in 
New York City. 

The Billboard would welcome letters on this subject.

Among the high spots of the 
month were the final appearance of 
Martha Graham, an all-male recital, the 
return of Ingeborg Torrup and a left- 
wing program from the- New Dance 
League. 

Miss Graham's last recital of the sea- 
son was given Sunday evening, April 
28, at the Guild Theater. Two new 
numbers were Offered, in one of which 
the group participated. Altho both the 
decision and freedom of Miss Graham’s 
movements have been retained, there 
seems to be a growing obscurity in her 
choice of subject and interpretation. 
And, more alarming, there is indication 
of a growing “preciousness” in her work, 
The group performed with almost mili- 
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tary precision and with practically no 
concessions to that quality of weaklings 
known as beauty. 

The Men in the Dance program was 
roundly applauded when it was given 
at the Park Theater May 3. The Major 
part of the program was contributed by 
Charles Weidman and his pupils, both 
past and present. Many styles were 
represented, and the level of ability 
ranged from fair to excellent. One of 
the chief features of the evening was 
Weidman’s Traditions, especially com- 
posed for the occasion, which was highly 
successful, altho some pruning at the 
end would materially aid its effect. 
William Dollar, who scored so success- 
fully with the American Ballet, made 
his first concert appearance, dancing 
beautifully and bringing down the 
house. Two more “firsts” were the ap- 
pearances of Ludwig Lefebre and the 
solo work of Gene Martel. Martel, mak- 
ing his first solo appearance in his own 
right, showed great promise for the fu- 
ture. Jose Limon, always a splendid 
dancer, contributed two solos, and many 
others took part. 

Ingeborg Torrup, who once acted 
Roxanne to Walter Hampden’s Cyrano 
and who has been absent from the 
dance field for several seasons, returned 
in a recital at the Barbizon Plaza May 
10. Specializing in musical interpreta- 
tion, she is excellent in her own field, 
offering programs of clarity and real de- 
light, greatly aided by her charming 
personality. Her visualizations of music 
are clearly cut and precise, giving a wel- 
come relief from the fuzziness and 
super-sentimentality so often offered in 
this field. 

The New Dance League presented its 
usual protest in its recital held at Mecca 
Temple April 21, bringing, as was to be 
expected, social and political propa- 
ganda even into the field of the dance. 
A piece called Protest, presented by the 
Dance Players, seemed almost as much 
a playlet as it was a dance. It repre- 
sented ex-soldiers trying to get work, 
and a staccato chanting of the salute 
to the flag, plus the spelling out of the 
name of Hitler seemed to be the theme 
songs. Others in the program were 
Marie Marchowsky, Eleanor King, Ernes- 
tine Henoch, Fe Alf, Blanche Evan and 
her Amateur Group, Jane Dudley and 
Bill Matons. The audience was en- 
thusiastic, but whether for the dancing 
or the propaganda it was hard to de- 
termine. 

Miriam Marmein, a dance mime rather 
than a dancer, offered an interesting 
program at the Barbizon-Plaza Sunday 
afternoon, April 28. The feature was a 
long series called Career, dealing with 
incidents in the life of a ballerina from 
1860 to 1900. Miss Marmein succeeds 
splendidly in getting her ideas over to 
the audience, depending much upon 
pantomime and excellent facial ex- 
pression, altho her dancing is both 
graceful and clever and she displayed a 
clear knowledge of classical technique. 
A satirical study of temperamental 
orchestra conductors called Chef d’Or- 
chestra, acted rather than danced, 
brought much approving a.

DMA Notes 


By WALTER U. SOBY, Secy.-Treas. 

The Dancing Masters of America, Inc., 
is a national organization of dancing 
teachers, founed in 1884. This organi- 
zation now conducts annually a sum- 
mer normal school for dancing teachers, 
followed by its annual one-week con- 
vention. The 1935 events will be held at 
Detroit, with headquarters at the Cadil- 
lac Hotel. 

The principal object of the DMA is 
to encourage its members to study danc- 
ing, improve their methods of teaching, 
create new dances and thereby be in a 
position to give the public a better and 
more unified system of teaching danc- 
ing. The normal schools are held in the 
summer, at which time most of the 
dance schools are closed, thus giving 
the teachers the opportunity ‘o attend 
without neglecting their businesses. This 
year there will be a three weeks’ normal 
school, at which there will be seven 
hours of daily instruction given by ex- 
perts in all types of dancing. The 
course includes instruction in ballet, 
tap, musical comedy, character, dances 
for children, acrobatic and adagio re- 
cital ideas and ballroom dancing. Nor- 
mal school opens Monday, July 15. 

The annual convention takes place 
the week following the close of the 
normal school, and the usual attendance 
averages about 500 dancing teachers. 
Besides the entertainment features and 
business meetings, the principal part of 
the convention consists of more instruc- 
tion in all types of dancing, with seven 
hours of dance instruction each day, 
meetings and social activities. The con- 
vention will be held the week of Au- 
gust 5. 

An expert faculty has been engaged 
to teach at the normal school and con- 
vention this year. Included are Mr. and 
Mrs. Ivan Tarasoff, of New York; Flor- 
ence Rogge, Radio City Music Hall; 
Madame Sonia Serova, New York; 
Judith Sproule, Beaumont, Tex.; Mrs. 
Gretchen Schmeal, Milwaukee; Bernie 
Sager from the Chester Hale School, New 
York; Dorothy Lyndall and Thomas 
Sheehy, Los Angeles; Theodore Smith, 
Detroit; Leona Mellen, Galveston, Tex.; 
Nicholas Tsoukalas, Chicago; Ray Leslie, 
New York; Dorothy Cropper and A. J. 
Weber, New York; Mrs. Christine Mac- 
Ananny, Boston, and Mrs. Edna Passa- 
pae, Glen Ridge, N. J. 

One of the outstanding achievements 
accomplished during the past year by 
DMA has been the affillating of local 
clubs of dancing teachers with the na- 
tional body. Thru these affiliations a 
substantial increase in membership has 
been effected. Twelve local, city and 
State clubs have already been accepted. 

Mrs. Montie Beach, of Houston, Tex., 
is president of DMA and has the dis- 
tinction of being the first woman presi- 
dent ever to be elected. The writer, of 
Hartford, Conn., is national secretary- 
treasurer.

Of course, the day of the 
old-style correspondence student is past, 
but up-to-date concerns such as Kin- 
sella, of Cincinnati, and University Ex- 
tension Conservatory, of Chicago (the 
former teaching tap and the latter 
music) have sO modernized matters in 
this respect as to make it almost a new 
science. Many students today study for 


Tap Routines 


In Shorthand 


m= By FRAN SCANLAN 


Summer time is coming on and danc- 
ing teachers are already buying note- 
books. How much better you would 
feel if you had confidence that you would 
be able to understand their contents after 
finishing your work at the different teach- 
ers’ courses and conventions! If there were 
only some simple, easy method of mak- 
ing notes; scme way as fast as short- 
hand, as accurate as music, as explicit 
ag an open book—have you ever thought 
of this? I have been using such a sys- 
tem over a period of years, and it has 
stood the test of time. I can easily 
read notes that I made on difficult com- 
binations more than five years ago. 
The secret of the success of my system 
lies in its simplicity. I use only six 
signs under ordinary circumstances and 
very seldom have to resort to long- 
hand references. 


After a little research I found that 
more than 95 per cent of any tap 
dance is made up of six basic methods 
of making taps and sounds. These 
ways of making taps are known to all 
tappers. They are step, brush forward, 
brush back, hop, strike tip of toe to 
floor, heel. By substituting simple 
symbols for the above taps I find that 
I can write almost any step or routine, 
and what is more, I can instantly tell 
just how the step is done when I again 
refer to my “shorthand” notes. I once 
had an assistant who became so pro- 
ficient at reading my script that she 
could place them on the music rack 
of the piano and dance tap routines 
that she had never seen performed as 
easily as an expert musician could play 
a@ new melody. But the system is sim- 
pler than reading music. As I said be- 
fore, in starting my shorthand system 
I devised symbols to represent the six 
basic principles. Most of these symbols 
are made with one short stroke of the 
pencil, a necessary factor where speed 
is concerned. (See Illustration A for 
key to terms). 
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When I want to record a shuffle, or 
a flap, or any of the common combi- 
nations of taps, I do it by combining 
the symbols of the taps of which it is 
composed. For example, a shuffle is 


vocational advancement, but they are 
persons who have already made some 
start. They are using study to reach 
goals which are reasonably attainable. 
But home study is much broader than 
this. The vice-president of a large cor- 
poration and his wife are just as likely 
to be following a course of organized 
instruction by letter as the office boy. 


Here’s some more along the same 
lines. Home study is based on the 
principle that no one is too well edu- 
cated, too old or too secure financially 
or socially to study. Try to disagree with 
that one! It provides a stimulating and 
developing experience for all serious men 
and women. The writer well remembers 
taking a home study course of memory 
training, which went well for the first 
3 lessons out of 12, when he forgot 
where he put the text books. Which 
only went to prove that he badly needed 
the course! 


done by brushing the foot forward and 
then brushing it back, so I write it by 
taking the brush-forward symbol and 
the brush-back symbol and combining 
them. (See Shufile in Illustration B). 
A flap is made by brushing forward and 
then stepping on the same foot, so I 
write the brush-forward symbol and 
add on the step symbol. (See Flap in 
Illustration B). A back flap is made 
by brushing the foot back and then 
stepping on it, so I combine the brush- 
back symbol with the step symbol. 
(See Back Flap in Illustration B). 


If a tap is to be made with the right 
foot I put a dot above the right side 
of the symbol. If it is to be performed 
with the left foot I place the dot over 
the left side. These dots I call foot signs. 
Usually a foot sign on the first symbol 
in a step is sufficient, as most steps run 
in such easy patterns that if you know 
with which foot to start you can easily 
carry out to the end. But I should 
advise anyone planning to study this 
system to use the foot signs on every- 
thing until becoming better acquainted 
with it. 


For the present it is better that the 
correct counts be written directly above 
the princtples. This will insure ac- 
curate rhythm, and is a thing that most 
teachers overlook when writing notes in 
longhand. On a line under the prin- 
ciples any necessary notes such as back, 
forward, to left side, etc., may be ab- 
breviated. 


The simple Single Waltz Clog and the 
Single Buck Time Step are given to 
illustrate how steps are written using 
this system. 


The Waltz Clog (See Illustration C, 
and compare with longhand notes that 
follow). 

Step on the left foot to the count 
“one.” 

Shuffle with the right foot to the 
counts “and two.” 

Step on the right foot to the count 
“and.” 

Step on the left foot to the count 
“three.” 

The line running downward is used 
to separate the symbols into bars. I 
use it after the count “three” in waltz 
time, and after the fourth count in 
Fox-Trot time. 

Step on the right foot to the count 
“one.” 

Shuffie with the left foot to the 
counts “and two.” 

Step on the left foot to the count 
“and.” 

Step on the right foot to the count 
“three.” : 

The Single Time Step. (See Illustra- 

tion D, and compare with the follow- 
ing): 
Shuffle with the right foot to the 
counts “four and.” Next is the bar 
sign signifying the beginning of a new 
bar. 

Hop on the left foot to the count 
“one.” 

Step on the right foot to the count 
“two.” 

Flap with the left foot to the counts 
“and three.” 

Step on the right foot to the count 
“and.” 

For practice, may I suggest that you 
write the single-time step starting with 
the left foot. Then try writing the 
double and triple-time steps. Practice 
nothing but simple combinations at 
first. 

In closing may I offer you what we 
might cal! a dance-word puzzle. It is 
a time step that was popularized by 
none other than Bill Robinson. See if 
you can work it out for yourself. 

The next article will deal with rhythm 
in tap dancing and a simplified method 
of counting to be used with this system.

as Blackstone, Car- 
dint and many others didn’t seem par- 
ticularly harmed by amateurs, that the 
rest of the “pros” couldn’t be, either. 
Then Tommy Windsor, in a letter in the 
Forum, let us in on a few more secrets 
that showed that the poor amateur, after 
all, shouldn’t be made the goat for every- 
thing. But, come on now, let’s see just 
what the amateurs are charged with. 
First, they join magical societies and 
hurt the pride of professionals who be- 
long to the same groups. Yet every pro- 
fessional had to be an amateur once, and 
the amateur’s dues go to help all magic- 
dom. Second, they buy magical appara- 
tus from dealers, who, unfortunately for 
the complaining professionals, have to 
Sell apparatus so they can keep in busi- 
hess, supplying all magicians with ap- 
paratus. And on many stock articles the 
amateur’s buying must help a little bit 


in keeping prices within range of all. 
Third, they get hold of books and read 
how tricks are done. 


My, my, you'd think from such come 
plaints that just the secret of how the 
trick is done or having the apparatus 
is all the stock a magician has. Plenty 
of magi can buy apparatus like Houdini 
had, or read books telling how many of 
Houdini’s tricks were done, but there still 
hasn’t come a second Houdini. Plenty of 
magi know how Cardini’s sleights are 
done, but without Cardini’s talent, skill 
and showmanship have to leave the top 
billings to him. 


Having gone this far, we might as well 
say something about certain types of so- 
called professional magicians we have 
seen. We've seen them with carnivals, 
side shows and even in vaudeville. Year 
after year, without a change in patter or 
presentation, they present the same old 
two or three dog-eared effects, often with 
en air of superiority or antagonism that 
alienates audiences. These chaps, hard 
as it may be for them to believe, 
could weil take a tip from the amateurs 
and buy some of that apparatus or read 
some cf those books. 


Being fair to the amateurs won't hurt 
anyone. What if the kids do learn a few 
tricks? There are plenty of good ones or 
old ones with variations they don’t know. 
And, besides, almost any kid that learns 
a few tricks becomes, from then on, @ 
keen fan and steady box-office payer for 
good magic shows for the rest of his life. 
And lots of the advanced amateurs, as 
many conscientious professionals might 
admit, are trying harder and with more 
spirit of professional brotherhood to bet- 
ter the world of magic than many chaps 
who earn their living by it. If this be 
treason, I hope all will remember that 
the amateurs did not start the discus- 
sion, JOE BEAMIS.

Of Syracuse house. In 1885-’86 


the hall was man- 
aged first by Charles Phillips, then by 
George B. Clark. I recall the little brass 
band that used to play concerts on the 
balcony over the entrance before each 
performance. The leader played an 
E-flat cornet which might be heard 
thruout the center of the city, and 
obbligato was much in evidence from 
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“a yellow clarinet” in the hands of a 
skillful performer. 


I have before me programs that were 
given in this old house, which include 
the following reputable performers of 
that time: Of the dramas were E. A. 
Locke, in Rip Van Winkie; St. Quinten 
Opera Company, its repertoire including 
Mascot, Chimes of Normandy, Madam 
Favart, Pinafore and Olivette; Daniel E. 
Bandman, in a round of Shakespearean 
plays; Callender’s Colored Minstrels, 
with Tommy MacIntosh and Billy Ker- 
sands; Bobby Newcomb and family, in 
farce and_ specialties. Variety acts 
(vaudeville), Lillian Granger, operatic 
vocalist; Conners and Kelly, knock- 
about comedians; Gregory Brothers, 
George and James; Durell Twin Broth- 
ers; Wardell the Fire King; Mlle. Lorain 
and Al Lawrence, double trapeze; Wade 
and Mack, song and dance; Prof. 
Braham, famed ventriloquist; Prince 
Pharaoh, flexible wonder; Phillips and 
Sherwood, songs and comedy; O’Brien 
Brothers, Thomas and Charles, acrobatic 
wonders; Mr. and Mrs. Joe Allen, imper- 
sonators; the Maras, Frank and Clara, 
Trish sketch artists.

Windy City amusement 
spot first to adopt a popu- 
lar plan used in theaters

CHICAGO, May 18.—‘“Bank Night,” 
which has found favor in many of the 
city’s neighborhood theaters, is to be a 
feature of Riverview Park when that 
popular amusement resort opens its 
summer season less than a week hence. 

Popularity of Bank Night has been 
amply demonstrated in theaters, but 
this will be the first time it has ever 
made its appearance in any amusement 
park. The cash prize, usually amount- 
ing to $50 or $75 in the theaters, has 
been raised by the park, and $250 will 
be awarded every Saturday night, start- 
ing on May 25. Riverview Park officials 
figured that as long as they were estab- 
lishing a precedent, the prize should be 
something worth while. 


Patrons To Register 


Rules governing Bank Night are very 
simple and require only little effort on 
the part of the patron to establish him- 
self as a contestant. 

On entering the park the person will 
register at a specially designated booth, 
where a permanent number will be as- 
signed. This cannot be transferred, nor 
can any money be collected by proxy. 
Remainder of the rules are similar to 
those used in theaters. 

An angle that has never been tried 
by the theaters is the preliminary 
registration period, which is being used 
by the park officials. It is a house-to- 
house canvas registering people prior to 
opening of the park on May 22. 


Girls Canvass City 


More than 50 girls have been circulat- 
ing thruout the city and more than 15,000 
Chicagoans have already been assigned 
numbers. It is expected this new fea- 
ture will be a potent factor in attract- 
ing people to the park. 

Once there, they will find many new 
and novel features to entertain and 
amuse them. Management of Riverview 
has spent thousands of dollars in im- 
provements this year and has installed 
a large number of new attractions. It 
also has used thousands of gallons of 
paint to make the. park a riot of color. 


Eastern Ohio Concessioners 
Cut Out Sales Tax Stamps 


CANTON, O., May 18.—Eastern Ohio 
park concessioners will be relieved of 
issuing sales tax stamps on their sales 
this summer as result of an arrange- 
ment with the State Tax Commission 
in Columbus by representatives of sev- 
eral Eastern Ohic amusement parks, who 
agreed to a prepaid tax arrangement of 
5 per cent on sales of items of tangible 
personal property, with exception of 
beer. wine and cigarets. 

Each park will secure a _vender's 
license, such license to cover all sales 
operating under end accountable to one 
central management. Concessioners will 
display signs showing that Ohio sales 
tax has been prepaid and that purchase 
price includes the tax. 

Park executives said the arrangement 
will eliminate much inconvenience on 
the part of concession operators and 
will simplify bookkeeping. The 3 per 
cent State amusement tax wiil apply, 
however, to rides and attractions. 


Bids in for Chippewa Lake 
MEDINA, O.. May 18—The dance 
pavilion in Chippewa Lake Park opened 


week-end sessions to continue until 
regular opening late this month. 
Pavilion is operated under direction of 


E. F. Masch, receiver for the operating 
company, who is soon expected to an- 
nounce the successful bidder for op- 
erating the park during 1935. Several 
well-known park men are said to want 
to take over the resort.

“Construction Miracle” Near End 


For Expo’s Opening in San Diego 


SAN DIEGO, Calif.. May 18.— Four 
months ago a barren stretch; today a 
plaza surrounded by 10 huge exhibit 
buildings, with an open-air amphithea- 
ter which will seat 3,500 at California 
Pacific International Exposition opening 
on May 29. This feat of construction is 
termed locally the “palisades miracle.” 
For the new “Plaza del Agua Cantante” 
is in the section of 1,400-acre Balboa 
Park thus named. 

It is a commanding site. Rimming the 
Plaza of Singing Water, so called because 
of its half-dozen musical fountains, is a 
group of buildings more than 80 per cent 
complete. It would have taken a single 
master craftsman, using all modern, 
magic aids of science. more than a 100 
rears to accomplish what has been done 
by a small army of workmen in four 
months, it was estimated. 

Several buildings are of permanent 
construction, such as the $125,000 Fed- 
eral Building, $90,000 California State 
Building and Ford Exhibit Palace, which 


cost about $1,000,000. A late report of 
progress showed: 

Palace of Education, displays being in- 
stalled, interior theme mural being 
painted, fountain in central court cast. 
Hollywood Motion Picture Hall of Fame, 
complete. California State Building, 
complete, except for a few details.

Music Bowl, concrete poured and 
seats ordered: stage complete and fram- 
ing up for shell; Palace of Electricity 
and Varied Industries, complete and ready 
for occupancy, except for interior paint- 
ing. Federal Building, exterior concrete 
walls poured and steel for roof in.

Palace of Water and Transportation, 
vround broken; new structure will be 125 
by 220 feet.

NCREASE in premiums for Iowa State 
Fair can be taken only as an encour- 
aging sign. It is a pretty well estab- 

lished principle now that efficient man- 
agements do not permit their premium 
awards to become too high. Excessive 
premium offers during the good years had 
much to do with putting many fairs in 
the red. But the long-headed fellows in 
charge in Des Moines undoubtedly know 
what they are doing and will not permit 
the figures in this budget item to go over 
the roof. It can be taken for granted 
that the boost there for the 1935 fair has 
been fully warranted and carefully con- 
sidered. Local conditions practically dic- 
tate premium policy for any well-man- 
aged fair. The fact that the outstanding 
Iowa annual has decided to tilt its offer- 
ings in nearly every department should 
not be taken as a signal for other boards 
to do likewise any more than decisions to 
raise gate prices in some localities should 
be accepted as a good general rule for all 
fairs, wherever situated, to follow.

NEW PLANTS and revivals of lapsed annuals 
this year speak more loudly of the upswing in 
fair activities than anything that has developed 
in this ficld for many moons. 

REVIVED Utah State Fair starting off 
intelligently according to the times and 
the best practices of the most successful 
modern managers—25-cent gate, no 
passes aid a reduced premium list. 
Higher gates may come back with better 
economic conditions, premiums may 
again be more generous, but fairs that 
return to a loose and indiscriminate scat- 
tering of free passes will not be with us 
very long. 


S66IQD UTTING profits back in the busi- 
ness” not only is being done by 
North Montana Fair, Great Falls, 

but the velvet appears to be going where 

it will do the most good. Realizing that 
his entertainment program is what has 
been bringing out the crowds, Manager 

Harold F. DePue has decided to augment 

it in 1935 to a degree not heretofore at- 

tempted by any annual in that territory. 

As has been remarked here before, when 

expansion is decided wpon for any de- 

partment of a fair it should be applied 
where past performances indicate it is 
most justified and deserved.

If fair boards 
cannot muster full support for mutuels 
at this time they would have a tough 
task ahead in seeing to it that betting 
laws were so administered that there 
would be no odious kickback on the fairs 
themselves.

Midget Auto Racing 
Stirs More Interest 


CHICAGO, May 18—It looks as if 
midzet auto racing is going places. To- 
morrow at Soldier Field a championship 
meet will be culmination of a series of 
races that originated in 124th Field 
Artillery Armory last fall and started a 
fad which quickly developed into an 
established sport with rules and regula- 
tions reminiscent of the Indianapolis 
race, and with packed houses coming 
out for each event. 

Success of the sport in Chicago was 
due primarily to Midwest Auto Racing 
Association, which since last fall has 
sanctioned 60 meets in Chicago, Indian- 
apolis, Cleveland and St. Louis, and nas 
put up about $50,000 in purse money 
for- drivers. Tomorrow’s meet is fore- 
runner of similar outdoor meets in sev- 
eral parts of the country, and from all 
indications the sport as an afternoon 
pastime will become a real competitor 
of baseball, beaches, golf and motoring. 

Just as in any branch of show busi- 
ness, midget auto racing has developed 
its stars, who attract fans, who in turn 
attract fancy prize figures. Sport is well 
adapted to fairgrounds, where it could 
be made a staple attraction during sum- 
mer when grounds ordinarily are idle. 
Fair officials have taken cognizance of 
the sport and are looking into its pos- 
sibilities. 


Largo Gate Plan Indefinite 


CLEARWATER, Fia., May 18.—V/illiam 
Gomme, manager of Pinellas Free Fair, 
Largo, said that a report that county 
commissioners had authorized a 10-cent 
gate for the 1936 fair on January 21-25 
is erroneous.

Add Lincoln Fund 


For Entertainment 


LINCOLN, May 18.—-Nebraska State 
Fair appropriations bill in the Senate 
finance committee was doctored with 
good cheer for the fair’s many creditors 
this week when $25,115 additional was 
placed on the House recommended total 
of $68,400.

that folks who vacation here are “pool 
conscious” and that, regardless of the 
many lakes that dot the area, they want 
to do their swimming in tanks. 

It wasn’t so many years ago that all 
swimming in mountains had to be done 
in lakes and streams. Then came a few 
cribs, built in the lakes by enterprising 
hotel owners and bathhouse operators. 
These cribs, together with popularity of 
swim pools in the city, brought about 
the sudden demand for regular tanks in 
the mountain country, with the result 
that a few hotel impresarios built tanks 
for their guests. The pools proved in- 
stantaneous successes and other hotels 
followed, until today the big features 
of hotels here are pools. Naturally, it 
wasn’t long before pool men sensed 
business to be had and put up com- 
mercial tanks near main roads to catch 
tourist trade. 


This evolution of swimming-pool 
business in the mountains does not only 
confine itself to this particular section 
of New York but to the entire country. 
According to hotel men and country 
tank owners with whom I've spoken, 
there are hundreds upon hundreds of 
outdoor pools similar to the ones around 
here to be found in mountain sections 
of nearly every State. Majority are con- 
ducted solely for guests of summer re- 
sorts, but there are many run like 
any other privately owned tank. 

In some cases these tanks, that is, 
those operated separate from hotels, ad- 
vertise and publicize advantages more 
than some city natatoriums. They go 
in for championship races, water carni- 
vals and the like. And they turn in neat 
profits over a summer season.

Sure it is a tough joint to work. 
Show me a clever run-mender 
needle worker and I will show you 
a real clever demonstrator, for 
that is an item that not only 
makes one good with practice, 
but one must be able to artfully 
cover up any defect of bad thread 
in milady’s stocking without be- 
ing detected by the tip. 


One of the cleverest workers of 
the article I ever saw is Charles 
R. Cartledge, who has been in this 
game the past five years and has 
been giving a very good account 
of himself as a worker and money 
getter. This baby not only works 
the needle cleverly but handles a 
tip like I have never seen one 
handled before. I have seen 
pitchmen glue a crowd to a spot 
on a corner, doorway or on a fair- 
ground, but he is the first I ever 
saw gather a tip on a sidewalk at 
a corner and walk them down the 
street with him while he was go- 
ing thru his demonstration on the 
hose. In most big cities the 
readers usually have a _ clause 
making the worker walk. Cart- 
ledge has overcome the walker 
reader by “walking the tip.” When 
he is thru with his demonstration 
the “complainant merchant” who 
is responsible for the “walker 
license” finds that Pitchdom’s 
representatives can take care of 
any situation, for Cartledge makes 
his turn and passout at the next 
corner without crossing a street, 
and I mean he gets his share of 
the long green. 

Cartledge got himself an early 
start on the road. At 17 he was 
bit by “old bug” wanderlust, back 
in Columbus, Ga., the old home 
town, and hied himself to Philly, 
where he sold newspapers to earn 
his chow. That was slow going 
for this live wire and he soon sold 
himself to the head of one of the 
biggest nation-wide bakery in- 
stitutions and made good with 
the firm., Uncle Sammy took 
Charley off that job and put him 
in the front ranks over in France 
for about 16 months. 

When he came back he worked 
at different occupations until the 
run menders became the big 
money in Pitchdom, and right 
from the start Charley became so 
good on the mender the girls and 
boys in the business nicknamed 
him “Needles Ray.”

HERE’S nothing wrong with the car- 


nival business. It’s the operators 

who are at fault when a show 
doesn’t click. That's the way Joe H. 
Hughes, who knows all the ins and outs 
of this branch of amusements, feels 
about it since having his first opportu- 
nity to look over Conklin's All-Canadian 
Shows. Here’s what he says: 


“While the Conklin brothers, Paddy 
and Frank, and the writer have been 
lifelong friends, I had never seen their 
show until last Saturday at Hamilton, 
Ont. We all started in the concession 
business about the same time; then we 
started operating carnivals about the 
same time. The Conklins were in the 
West and I operated in the East. 


“Arriving at Hamilton, I drove about 
to first check up on the billing and 
found the country around billed like a 
circus with special paper. In the city 
proper every available window and daub 
‘Was covered. 

“It was 7:30 when I reached the lot 
and, as I expected after seeing such 
splendid billing, a big crowd was on 
hand and people were coming thru the 
gates as fast as the ticket takers could 
handle them. It was the ‘argest crowd 
I have seen on a carnival grounds in 
years—and spending. 

“Organization: To say that the show 
is well organized is putting it mildly. 
It’s a super organization in every way. 
Conklins own and operate 15 big pay 
attracticns and they also own 25 well- 
flashed and capably operated conces- 
sions. There are about 10 independent 
concessions carried. 


“The entire show sparkles with new 
paint, bright lights and four big search- 
lights covering everything. A brand-new 
$10,000 organ graces the front gate and 
with organs and public address systems 
everywhere there is not a dull moment 
from the time one enters. 

“At the show train I found another 
cog in the secret of the Conklin success. 
The train is a hotel on wheels with spa- 
cious staterooms, running water, pri- 
vate baths, etc. Two separate lighting 
plants are used to make every part of 
the train as bright as day. The new 
private car of Paddy and the missus is 
the most elaborate and complete I have 
ever entered. Its appointments are 
splendid (finished in ivory and gold) 
with drapes and decorations conceived 
and created by none other than Mrs. 
Conklin. 

“Back to the lot in time to see all 
shows, rides and concessions close 
promptly at 12 o’clock. This is always 
the custom in Canada with the Conklin 
show. They never work on Sunday, not 
even to lay out a lot or unload the 
train. One complete day off each week, 
except in the Province of Quebec, where 
you must show on Sunday and take the 
day off during the week. 

“Speed: For the first time this season 
the Conklin show is coming down to 
move on. Paddy told me he would not 
press his people too much the first 
move, but that even with some new 
men the show should be off the lot in 
five hours. He was conservative—the 
show was off the lot in 4% hours. 
And without one bit of noise. No one 
is allowed to make noise at any time 
during the show or after. No yelling 
for this fellow or that fellow, or to come 
over here, etc—you must go over and 
quietly make your request of the other 


party. This is also the policy of the 
Conklins themselves—they never yell at 
anyone. In fact, around this show they 
all seem to whisper. I thought of the 
whispering campaigns many times dur- 
ing the night. It’s so different and re- 
freshing that I urge every carnival man- 
ager to visit this show. 


“At all times the Conklin show is well 
manned with competent executives and 
plenty of assistants. Full safety crews 
are always carried on all riding devices. 
Therefore with only a few additional 
men on week-ends to load wagons, the 
show will always move with the greatest 
of speed and efficiency. 


“I am glad that I made the trip to 
Hamilton and if I ever go back in the 
carnival business I sure will try to use 
some of the Conklin circus methods 
as they apply them to the carnival—plus 
improvements that are original with 
them.”

Preamble 


According to the laws, all States de- 
fine persons, firms or corporations who 
transport their property or merchandise 
“as private carriers,” and private car- 
riers are not exempt from any law, 
ordinance, court decision or court ruling 
and shall be governed at all times as 
that of any for hire public carrier. Any 
motorized show operating vehicles of a 
commercial type is subject to all 
penalties likewise and by law. 


We solicit your co-operation in report- 
ing to and aiding this department by 
giving us the facts on any difficulties 
you have encountered with the laws and 
ordinances in any city or State. Address 
your letters to Motor Transportation 
Department, The Billboard, 25-27 Opera 
Place, Cincinnati, O. We are prepared 
to give you remedies for these condi- 
tions which will prevent others from 
falling into the same trap. 


Minnesota 


To amend Mason’s Minnesota statutes 
of 1927, Section 1199, relating to village 
contracts and interest of village officers 
therein, and excepting village officers from 
provisions thereof in certain cases and 
to repeal inconsistent acts. Be it enacted 
by the Legislature of the State of Minne- 
sota: Section 1-—~Mason’s Minnesota 
statutes, Section 1199, are hereby amended 
so as to read as follows: 1199. No mem- 
ber of a village councill shall be directly 
or indirectly interested in any contract 
made by such, and every violation there- 
of shall be a misdemeanor. Section 2—All 
acts and parts of acts inconsistent here- 
with are hereby repealed. Approved 
April 29, 1935. 

Defined: This act is defined to mean 
that no village council may lease, agree, 
grant nor privilege. The act permits the 
village council only to contract for im- 
provements under bid. 

An Act to amend Mason’# Minnesota 
statutes 1931, supplement 1927 to 1931, 
Sections 2681-1, 2684-2, 2684-6: to repeal 
Section 2684; to repeal 1933 laws, Chapter 
344, Section 4, relating to reciprocal per- 
mission to non-residents’ motor vehicles. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of the 
State of Minnesota that reciprocity 
privilges provided by this Act shall apply 
also to a motor vehicle exclusively en- 
gaged in the transportation commerce 
from a State or from any province in the 
Dominion of Canada exclusively upon the 
streets of any city or village in the State 
of Minnesota. Approved April 29, 1935. 


Three Cheers 


A letter from Mike Holm, Secretary of 
State, Minneapolis: “I also take this op- 
portunity, Captain Hatfield, of calling to 
your attention our reciprocity law of 
which I inclose a ditto copy. We are 
sorry that we cannot exempt them also, 
but we trust that there is a provision 
made in your State whereby you in taxing 
ours are not obliged to charge a higher 
tax than we charge those from your 
State. Kindly advise me of your laws.” 
In using the words “exempt them,” Mr. 
Holms referred to “For-Hire Carriers.”

Florida 


The State Motor Vehicle Commissioners 
will issue special permits and licenses to 
private carriers. It is necessary to register 
vehicles with this commission and it will 
advise what your cost will be, governed 
strictly by type. Lewis G. Thompson, 
secretary to the commission. 


Missouri 


General Order No. 27, effective July 1, 
1934, enforced as under amendment of 
the General Assembly Order No. 27 and 
supplement No. 6 to Commission Order 
No, 27, to stand to be enforced. At a 
special session of the Missouri Public 
Service Commission, held at Jefferson 
City December 11, 1934. By Robert E. 
Holliday, secretary. All travel orders 
bearing numbers lower than 133,201 are 
hereby invalidated. Insurance require- 
ment $5,000 and $35,000 liability and 
$1,000 damage. 


Georgia 


Only exemption on interstate trucks 
applies to farm vehicles. All trucks must 
register and purchase license plates. In- 
surance requirement $5,600 and $10,000 
liability and $5,000 damage. The mileage 
tax is paid to the Comptroller-General. 
Approved May 6, 1935. 


West Virginia 

State Road Commission—Acts and 
amendments effective June 1, 1935. Pri- 
vate carriers are termed Class B. Imsur- 
ance requirement $5,000 and $10,000 lia- 
bility and $5,000 damage. No mileage 
tax for private carriers. Interstate car- 
riers not required to register. Trailers 
are Class C. 


Iowa 


Under Section 5104-C14, Statutes of 
Iowa, and Rules 6 and 12, inclusive, ef- 
fective April 1, 1935, the Iowa Railroad 
Commission issues the following order: 
(Defined): that all private carriers must 
comply with all insurance requirements 
as specified in the attached statute, that 
all truck operators must purchase a per- 
mit at the rate of 85 per year per unit, 
and that private carriers are termed con- 
tract carriers. 


Nebraska 


Nebraska exempts private carriers, pro- 
vided, however, that it has a reciprocal 
agreement with the State where the inter- 
state carrier proves he has legal residence. 
If no reciprocal agreement exists, then 
carrier must comply as contract carriers. 
Insurance requirement is $5,000 and 
$10,000 liability and $1,000 property dam- 
age. There is no mileage tax law. 


Canada 


A number of letters have come in ask- 
ing for information about entering Can- 
ada. Queer as it may seem, Canada has 
reciprocal agreements with most States 
of the United States. However, it has a 
law which requires citizens of the United 
States to register in the Dominion. This 
law has nothing to do with transporta- 
tion acts. We suggest that if one is go- 
ing into Canada for a iong period he 
write to the Departr.ent of Motor Trans- 
portation, Regina, Sask.; Winnipeg, Man.; 
Vancouver, B. C.; Toronto, Ont., or Mont- 
real, Que., and advise your intentions. 
The department in each case will give 
complete instructions. Canadian laws 
governing motor trucks and busses are 
almost identical with the laws of several 
States of the United States. We do not 
have data covering several requirements 
of that country.

always the ulterior rewards that attract, whether the 


reward be exercise, recognition, sociability or mate- 
rial reward. 


N: GAME of skill has any great appeal of itself; it is 


Any game of skill must offer one or more of these rewards 
to provide the player full returns for his time, money and 
effort. The mere fact of simple amusement is not enough in 
any type of game, in the coin-operated amusement field or out 
of it. All thru history the moving power of games of all types 
has been some kind of material reward. The eye of the player 
is not so much on the amusement, but on the possibility of 


more than anything else at the present time to win the moral 
support of the retail and premium merchandise fields. There 
is no question but that the general public prefers merchandise 
prizes with its amusement games and that public opinion 
would sanction merchandise awards with the games once the 
idea is presented with the support of the retail merchants and 
the premium trade. 


The real weakness in the situation is that members of 
the amusement games trade lack conviction on merchandise 
prizes, lack any plan or policy on the subject and consequently 
are unable to get the united support of the vast retailing and 


winning some honor or some material 
reward. This wish of the player, deep as 
human nature itself, should be granted 
when it does not cause social injury. 


The modern pinball game offers a 
fair amusement value, has a definite ele- 
ment of skill and is a high-grade product 
of manufacturing skill. But its amuse- 
ment value is not complete unless there 
is opportunity to win a prize. There is a 
definite amusement value in the playing 
of 10 balls or shots, but the addition of 
a prize or prizes for skill adds zest to the 
game and is the one thing that means 
most to players. The psychological bene- 
fits of playing for a prize are definite and 
certain. A prize belongs with any game 
which has amusement and skill elements. 


Furthermore, we have reached that 
condition in the production of goods 
where anything that will promote the 
consumption of goods must be con- 
sidered. The modern world has revealed 
an increasing need for two things — 
amusement or recreation and an in- 


SKILL 


“Amusement games shall be taken 
to mean any coin-operated game or 
games for the amusement of the public 
and which involve the exercise of skill 
in their play.” 

Definition of an amusement 
game adopted by the National 
Association of Coin-Operated Ma- 
chine Manufacturers. 


PRIZES 


1. The giving or posting of prizes 
as a reward for skill, judgment and 
adroitness does not constitute setting 
up, operating, maintaining or engaging 
in a game of chance or gaming; 

(a) Provided the player is not re- 
quired to pay any more money or thing 
of value to the owner or operator of 
these devices upon his failure to make 
any definite or stated score, other than 
the regular charge for playing the 
game. 

(b) Provided that no premium or 
prize shali be awarded to the player 
for the making of an arbitrary score, 
whether said number be very high or 
very low, unless such score or number 
be the regular known winning score 
for the machine and posted where all 
can see. 

Principles enunciated in a Jef-

The use of merchandise awards with 
pinball games appeals to the merchant 
also. The merchant who values his rep- 
utation in the community can appreciate 
the reasons for using merchandise prizes. 
The use of merchandise awards fits in 
with the general business of retailing, so 


creased consumption of goods. Any form 


that the games become definite promoters 


of amusement which gives full value and 

which also promotes the sale of goods will be appreciated 
more and more as our machine age piles up its production 
records. The modern pinball games have demonstrated their 
amusement value and also to promote the sale of goods when 
prizes may be given. 

. The possibilities in this tieup between the amusement 
games industry and the promotion of premium and mer- 
chandise items are so immense that it becomes a subject of 
first importance for the progressive elements of the coin- 
machine industry. The final result should be a definite under- 
standing among the trade associations in the retail, premium 
merchandising and amusement games industries. 


To sell the idea, the operators, distributors and makers 
of amusement games will have to formulate some convictions 
on the subject and follow at least a half-way ethical practice 
in the matter of awards with amusement games. A vigorous 
trade policy on the matter of merchandise prizes would do 


of sales. The rise of the sportland, or 
amusement center gift shop, has suggested the merchandising 
idea that pinball games may be used to revive thousands of 
gift shops, novelty and sporting goods stores and other retail 
places where trade may be waning. 


The universal use of merchandise awards with pinball 
games will mean increased business for the novelty, premium 
and utility merchandise trades; it will mean orders for all the 
plants that make these items and employment for thousands 
of people working in them. It will mean a definite sales stim- 
ulation for thousands of retail stores also. 


Best of all, the general use of merchandise awards is the 
surest way to perpetuate the pinball games, both by assuring 
their continued appeal to the public and by winning public 
approval of rewards with pinball games.

Ask License 
For Diggers 


New York digger associa- 
tion presents plea to city 
license department 


@ 

NEW YORK, May 18. — Greater New 
York Digger Operators’ Association, thru 
its attorney, Theodore Blatt, has taken 
the question of licensing digger-type 
machines direct to License Commission- 
er Paul Moss. Several meetings have 
been held recently by the organization, 
and other coin-machine organizations 
in metropolitan territory are also co- 
operating, especially the  sportland 
group. 

Attorney Blatt discussed the pros and 
cons of the digger situation with the 
license commissioner for many hours. 
This is the continuation of the cam- 
paign which he instituted some time ago 
to help license the diggers here. As a 
result of the meeting with the commis- 
sioner many clouds have been removed 
from the picture surrounding the dig- 
gers in this territory and many cases 
which have been decided in favor of the 
diggers have been brought to light. 
Most noted of these cases is the one 
which was tried before Judge Lindau 
and wherein experts definitely proved 
that the digger could be termed a “game 
of skill.” This decision was reported 
many months ago by The Billboard. In 
addition to this very favorable and 
lengthy decision many others have also 
been brought to light and the general 
belief is that the problem of digger li- 
censes will soon be solved. 


Prior to any action on licenses for the 
diggers, it is reported that the license 
commissioner awaits the ruling in the 
Court of Appeals here on the pending 
pin game merchandise legality case. 
Once this is out of the way, Attorney 
Blatt stated, there is a certainty that 
the digger situation will be definitely 
settled. It is his belief that with the 
favorable decisions which have been 
gained and the letter which the license 
commissioner has sent out stating that 
in his belief the diggers were “vending 
machines” and therefore definitely set- 
ting them apart from the amusement 
games, that the chances for license regu- 
lation were very favorable. 


The Greater New York Digger Opera- 
tors’ Association, Inc., is anxious to set- 
tle the question with the licénse depart- 
ment and has been urging its attorney 
and members to greater efforts in this 
direction. The men wish to assure their 
customers here that the machines will 
be licensed in due time and seek such 
an expression from the department of 
licenses to further aid the general group 
welfare. 

The spur to the license regulation 
drive was given greater impetus this 
past week when a letter was sent from 
the license department to the sport- 
lands advising them to disassociate 
themselves from diggers. This matter 
was immediately taken to the offices of 
the commissioner by leading sportland 
and digger operators, as well as national- 
ly known premium manufacturers and 
distributors, and a demonstration was 
arranged in the offices of the commis- 
sioner with digger experts at hand. It 
was again definitely proved to the com- 
missioner that skill was the essential 
element of play for the crane and digger 
type of machines 

Due to the demonstration in the of- 
fices of the license department a 10-day 
stay was granted to the sportiands and 
it is believed that within that time, with 
further action being planned, that the 
matter of license regulation may be set- 
tled. 

Attorney Blatt is now hard at work 
planning for immediate action and 
many meetings of an emergency nature 
have been called to discuss the next 
moves to be taken. Among these, it is 
hoped, will be the type of action most 
suitable to the license department and 
thereby most favorable to the sport- 
lands and the digger operators here. 

Bill Rabkin, of the International Mu- 
toscope Reel Company, Inc., is aiding 


the work by the many reams of records 
which his firm has, and the sportland 
and digger operators in general depend 
upon Bill to help them thru the situa- 
tion existent at this time. It is not 
a serious situation, as some have be- 
lieved, but rather one to determine the 
type of regulation agreeable to the au- 
thorities here. 


Maryland Bill 
Lost by Veto 


BALTIMORE, May 18.—House Bill No. 
79 received the governor's veto May 15. 
The bill in its improved form was re- 
garded as very favorable by pinball op- 
erators and had been generally supported 
by them. The bill proposed a $25 fee 
for the first game or digger and $5 an- 
nually for each additional game. The 
bill was passed by the assembly as an 
amendment to Article 56 of the Anno- 
tated Code of Maryland (1924 Edition) 
and the principal parts of its provisions 
are as follows: 

24A. No claw or digger-type machine 
or game, played with balls, propelled by 
a plunger, controlled by the player as a 
cue, on a glass-covered table or box, 
containing stationary pins or obstruc- 
tions, variously arranged and numbered 
or designated holes into which the balls 
are directed, or other similar amuse- 
ment games, entitling the player to a 
premium, trophy or prize for high score or 
skill, shall be kept, maintained or oper- 
ated for the purpose of public entertain- 
ment or gain within the State of Mary- 
land, unless a license has been previously 
obtained from the Circuit Court of the 
County or from the Clerk of the Court 
of Common Pleas in Baltimore City, as 
the case may be, in which the same is 
kept, maintained or operated. The per- 
son, partnership or corporation obtain- 
ing such license shall pay therefore to 
the State of Maryland the sum of Twen- 
ty-Five ($25) Dollars for the first game 
or machine, and Five ($5) Dollars for 
each additional game or machine as a 
license. Each game or machine licensed 
shall have affixed to it a metal tag, is- 
sued by the Clerk of the Circuit Court 
of the County or the Clerk of the Court 
of Common Pleas in Baltimore City, 
as the case may be, showing that the 
fee for the current year has been paid. 
All licenses ‘shall expire on the first day 
of January of each year, shall be trans- 
ferrable and shall be pro-rated month- 
ly. Any person, partnership or corpora- 
tion keeping, maintaining or operating 
any of the aforesaid games or mechines 
for public entertainment and gain with- 
out such license shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and, upon _ conviction 
thereof, shall be fined Twenty-Five 
($25) Dollars. All license fees collected 
under the provisions of this Section 
shall be paid into the “State Emergency 
Relief Fund” and expended for the pur- 
poses and in the manner provided by 
Chapter 188 of the Acts of the General 
Assembly of 1935. 


Mayor Announces Rules 


For Operation of Games 

MEMPHIS, May 18. — Pinball games 
will be allowed to operate in Memphis 
without merchandise or cash awards, 
according to a program announced by 
the mayor this week. The plan was an- 
nounced to the Parent-Teachers’ asso- 
ciations after months of agitation by 
the P.-T. A. and other organizations on 
the question of minors playing pinball 
games. The mayor stated in his letter 
that nothing had been found in the 
statutes to declare the pinball games 
illegal in themselves. 

Under the new plan children under 
16 will be forbidden to play the games 
unless accompanied by parent oF 
guardian. No prizes of any kind can be 
given. An executive order was issued 
to the police department including the 
new policy. 


Assembly Kills License 
MADISON, Wis., May 18. — Without 
discussion, the Assembly on May 14 
killed the O’Malley bill, which would 
have legalized various forms of devices 
thru the levy of a State tax. Itemized 
tax rates were set up in the bill for 
roulette wheels of different sizes, coin 
machines, dice, cards and other devicés.

Provisions of 
New Texas Law 


AUSTIN, Tex., May 18—The general 
provisions of House Bill No. 223, passed 
by the Texas Legislature a few minutes 
before adjousnment on May 11, seems 
to have received the general approval of 
operators of coin machines. For the 
operators it means cessation of an un- 
certain legal situation that has lasted 
for four years and has involved costly 
court procedures and appeals. The Dill 
definitely recognizes the legality of 
standard types of pinball games and 
exempts penny merchandising machines 
from the tax. 

The following provisions defining the 
types of machines to be licensed, types 
exempted, not permitted and also the 
fees assessed will be of general interest 
to the trade: 

Section la. The term “coin-operated 
machines,” as used herein, means every 
machine or device of whatsoever kind 
or character, which dispenses, or vends, 
or which is used or operated for dis- 
pensing or vending, merchandise, com- 
modities, confections, amusement or 
pleasure, and which is operated by or 
with coins or metal slugs, tokens or 
checks. The following are expressly in- 
cluded within said term: Phonograph, 
electrical piano, electrical battery, 
graphophone, target pistol, miniature 
golf machine, miniature football ma- 
chine, miniature baseball machine, min- 
ature race track machine, stereoscopic 
machine, gum machine, candy machine, 
handkerchief machine, sandwich ma- 
chine, sanitary drinkug cup machine, 
marble machine, marble table machine, 
marble shooting machine or marble ma- 
chine of any description. 

Sec. 2. The term “owner” as used 
herein, means any person, individual, 
firm, company, association or corpora- 
tion, having the care, control, manage- 
ment or possession of any “coin-oper- 
ated vending machine,” or any person, 
individual, firm, company, association 
or corporation who exhibits or permits 
to be exhibited in his or its place of 
business or upon premises under his or 
its control, any coin-operated vending 
machine. 

Sec. 3. There is hereby levied on, and 
shall be collected from, the owner of 
every coin-operated vending machine in 
this State, an annual occupation tax as 
follows: 

“Where the coin, fee or token used, 
or which may be used, in the operation 
thereof, is of the value in excess of five 
(5) cents, or represents a value in excess 
of five (5) cents, the sum of Twenty 
Dollars ($20). 

Where the coin, fee or token used, or 
which may be used, in the operation 
thereof, is one of the value in excess of 
one (1) cent and not exceeding five (5) 
cents, or represents a value in excess of 
one (1) cent and not exceeding five (5) 
cents, the sum of Ten Dollars ($10). 

Sec. 4. Gas meters, pay telephones, 
cigaret vending machines, pay toilets 
installed and used for sanitary purposes, 
and all machines engaged in vending a 
service are expressly exempt from the 
provisions of this Act. 

, Sec. 4a. The exemptions provided here- 
in are recognized and made by reason 
of the fact that gas meters, pay tele- 
phones and cigaret vending machines 
are now subject to the payment of an 
occupation tax under existing laws, and 
pay toilets being service ae ma- 
chines, are not covered by the levy 
made hereby. 

o . 

Sec. 7. Nothing herein shall be con- 
strued to license, permit, authorize or 
legalize any coin-operated vending ma- 
chine the operation, display or main- 
tenance of which is now illegal under 
Article 654 of the Penal Code, Acts of 
1925, and Section 47, Article 3, of the 
Constitution of the State of Texas shall 
be authorized. 


Texas Bill Still 
Lacks Signature 


DALLAS, May 18.—No report had been 
received today of the signing of House 
Bill No. 223 by the governor, altho 
executive approval is confidently ex- 
pected. The bill passed the House on 
April 22 by a vote of. 116 to 6. The 
final vote in the Senate on May 11 was 
24 to 1 in favor of the bill. 

Coinmen have been greatly encouraged 
by the bill, but there will be some ques- 


tions as to its exact application. The 
opinion has been advanced that the bill 
does not legalize pinball games, but 
requires a tax on all machines not in 
conflict with statutes. About 50 coun- 
ties in Texas were said to treat pinball 
games unfavorably at the time of the 
Passage of the bill. The trade expects 
that the new law when approved by the 
governor will soon bring relief to opera- 
tors in these counties. 


License Plan 
Answers Paper 


DALLAS, May 18.—The passage of the 
State bill licensing pinball games was 
seen here as an answer to the campaign 
waged by The Dallas Dispatch, a 
Scripps-Howard newspaper, against pin- 
ball games. The paper released the 
syndicated articles on coin machines 
furnished by the NEA Service, Inc., and 
also published editorials on the first 
Page adverse to the pinball games. Coin- 
men feel that the passage of the State 
law licensing pinball games will relieve 
the uncertainty of the situation some- 
what and orders long delayed for games 
are now being reported by jobbers and 
distributors. 

In a page-one editorial May 3 The 
Dallas Dispatch stated concerning the 
“marble machine craze” that “in Hous- 
ton the city council adopts an ordinance 
prohibiting minors from playing marble 
machines. Owners or managers of any 
establishment where youngsters are per- 
mitted to play are subject to fines up 
to $200. 

“In Fort Worth a jury holds that the 
marble boards offer a game of skill and 

to convict an operator on the 
charge of running a lottery. 

“In Dallas the retired city council 
considered recognizing the machines 
and profiting by their operation thru a 
special tax. How the new council will 
view the devices remains to be seen. 

“The marble boards have taken the 
country more completely than did 
miniature golf, and apparently are in 
for a longer life than the fascinating 
outdoor game. 

“Unquestionably men spend hours 
over these foolish little devices who 
might be renting bijliard cues by the 
hour if poolrooms were legal. And, of 
course, the possibility of an occasional 
win of a dime to 45 cents and the ex- 
asperation of almost scoring the high 
total that marks a victory over the board 
Keeps the suckers trying. It’s worse 
than Canfield. 

“What's to be done about it we don’t 
know. Playing marbles for keeps, 
shooting cigar-counter dice, matching 
pennies, all are eclipsed as time wasters 
and nickel grabbers alongside the Mar- 
ble boards. 

“Just to picture to its readers how 
great an industry has grown up around 
this petty gambling, The Dallas Dispatch 
will print a series of articles next week 
that are startling and illuminating. Are 
we gambling our way back to prosperity 
thru the quick turnover of nickels in 
the marble machines? And if so, will it 
be a sound recovery?”

Mint Turning Out 


More Small Coins 


PHILADELPHIA, May 18.—Business is 
getting up a full head of steam in its 
money boiler, the United States mint, 
Says an Associated Press dispatch. The 
steam supply—small coins that keep the 
wheels of trade rolling—has been piling 
up with a steady speed which convinces 
the nation’s money makers that busi- 
ness is better. 

Pennies, nickels, dimes, quarters and 
half dollars have been pouring out into 
the coffers of business at the fastest 
seasonal rate since the black days of 
1929. 

To keep pace with the demand the 
mint has increased its coining force 
from one to three shifts. Three hun- 
dred and fifty men and women have 
been given new jobs. 

Every time a shift changes 1,000,000 
new coins are ready for circulation— 
3,000,000 daily. 

This is only the Philadelphia “mother 
mint’s” output, and the same thing is 
happening in the smaller mints at 
Denver and San Francisco. 

Why the increased demand? 

“The sales tax in some States may 
account for some of the demand for 
pennies, and the chain dime letters 
we've been hearing so much about may 
have an effect on the call for 10-cent 
pieces,” says Edwin H. Dressel, Philadel- 
phia mint superintendent, “but the 
greatest part of the increase, we must 
assume, is caused by better business 
conditions. 

“If a store is doing a rushing business 
it needs more change. The more stores 
that want change the more coins we 
must make.” 

From the “crash” of 1929 coinage had 
been at a virtual standstill up to March, 
1934. In April, 1934, the money pump 
began working.

Louisiana Distrib Has 
Interesting War Record 


WEST LAKE, La., May 18—E. R. 
Gammage, popular distributor here, 
brings an interesting personal history 
to the coin-machine field. During 1914 
he acted as a newsreel cameraman for a 
weekly news service. He was also an 
official cameraman during the World 
War. 

He now holds the postmastership of 
his home town, to which he was ap- 
pointed in 1925. He is probably the 
only member of the operating and dis- 
tributing fraternity in the coin-machine 
industry to hold such a federal position. 

He started in the coin-machine busi- 
ness in 1931 with 10 Bingo games and 
has since built this up to hundreds of 
games and machines in his favorite 
State. He operates in three divisions. 
One division solely for marble games, 
the second for the diggers and the third 
catering to the new automatic pay 
tables. 

He also claims that having been thru 
some of the most blistering battles of 
the World War with his camera and also 
thru some harrowing experiences in his 
newsreel days, keen competition in his 
business doesn't faze him at all. In 
fact, he claims, he loves it, since it 
adds just the right spice to keep him 
on his toes at all times.

One attendant is 
in charge to provide change and super- 
vise operation of machines. It is owned 
directly by the carnival owners and 
operated on the same basis as other 
carnival concessions.

Here, as in most arcades, the old 
style of machines seem to be most popu- 
lar. On the carnival lot people seem 
to want a bit of the old-time atmos- 
phere which constitutes a large part of 
the carnival glamour. The punchine 
bags have been the most popular of all 
machines. Tests of strength and en- 
durance, the electric machines, weighing 
scales and fortune tellers are also popu- 
lar, Reid savs, while a battery of the 
old-time Mutoscopes always draws cus- 
tomers.
